We learn that the Colonisation Department, the Kaztakushi, 
which has cost an enormous sum of money from first to last, 
with most unsatisfactory results, is to be abolished by being ab- 
sorbed:into the new Department, the Ministry of the Interior. 
There is, however, to be a searching enquiry into the scandals 
that have prevailed with reference to the working of the Aatta- 
kushi. The accounts, contracts, &c., are to be overhauled, and 
supposing this necessary work to be well and thoroughly done 
by honest and capable officers, some interesting revelations will 
result. 

On the 11th Feb. the foreign men-of-war in harbour were 
decorated, and salutes were fired by the Japanese land-battery, 
in honour of the anniversary of the coronation, 2,534 years ago, 
or thereabouts, of the founder of the present dynasty of 
Mikados. In addition, the Japanese public offices were closed, 
and the whole of the native town and environs manifested their 
appreciation of the day in a bounteous display of bunting. 

Iwakura, whose wounds were not of a serivus nature, has 
nearly recovered. Some seven men have been apprehended on 
suspicion of being concerned in the attempted assassination. One 
of the men has been tortured, and has confessed his crime. 

An extraordinary general mectins of the British Episcopal 
Church has been held at the Britixh Consulate (Russell Robert- 
son, Esq., in the chair), for the purpose of deciding on the pro- 
priety of raising the pew rents, the ae of the report of 
the Committee of Ways and Means, and the re-constitution of 
the Church, together with other matters relating to its future 
management.

pointment of a chaplain. 

A ease has been heard at the German Consulate, in which | 
Tsujia Jusaboro sued Messrs. Schultze, Reiss, and Co, in the : 
stm of $2,100 bargain money, deposited on a contract made be- 
tween the two parties, for the delivery of 7.000 cases of kerosene } 
oil in 250 days. From the evidence it appeared that the term 
of deliverv had been changed after the making of the agreement 
into 150 days, and, as was alleged by the plaintitf, by the banto 
of the defendants, and with their knowledge. Owing to the ; 
non-delivery of the goods within this latter term the case was 
laid. It was proved to the Court that the change had been 
made from 250 into 150, but by whom could not be ascertained. 
The Court, after consultation, gave their decisionjin favour of the 
defendants. 

A fire bas occurred the results of which entail one of the most 
serious losses the Settlement has had to sustain for some time 
past. The French Naval Hospital, on the bund, the building 
consumed, constructed for the purpose to which it has, during 
nine years, been successfully devoted, is now a heap of charred 
débris. The only portions which have not fallen a prey to the 
flames are the stone outhouses and the stone basement of the 
main building, which latter portion, flooded with water a foot 
deep in the interior, and enveloped with smoke and falling 
rafters in flames, in one short hour after the commencement of 
the conflagration, is all that remains of the original edifice. 

Our market report is not favourable, as in consequence of the 
large and continually increasing stock of all classes of imports, 
combined with a weaker demand, prices are still falling, and all 
branches of business are in a very depressed state. 

Great anxiety was felt for some days as to the safety of the 
P.MSS. Alaska, which did not arrive here until the evening of 
the 5th Feb., nine days over contract time. The delay was 
caused solely by bad weather. 

A scheme is said to be under consideration for improving the 
harbour of Yokohama, by building piers so as to shelter the 
anchorage from the prevailing winds. 

M. Oscar Colleau, French Consul at this port. will shortly leave 
for France. During his absenee he will le replaced by M. 
Plichon (¢/42 Consul), at present attached to the Consulate. 

A running mateh, which has caused some little excitement 
amongst our athletes, has come off at the grounds of the Amateur 
Athletic Association, between Mr. A. H. Dare and Mr. J. Jaque- 
mot, junior, The distance was two miles, aud the prize was a 
very handsome centre-piece. Mr. Dare eventually won by over 
a hundred yards, doing the two miles in 11 inin. 36 sec., Mr. 
Jaquemot taking 12 min. 24 82.

(LATER INTELLIGENCE VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 

-: On the'2and and 23rd of February news was received of the 
fikst' ensounter between the national troops and the insurgents, 
which occtir¥ed probably on the 21st and 22nd at the small town 
of Todoroki and at: Alryams, in the near vicinity of Saga, which 
latter city had been fn possession of the rebels for several days. 
The number of Government troops was small, not exceeding 3. 
few hundred, the first who arrived. The resistance offered to 
them was so slight that the affairs were hardly considered in the 
light of serious skirmishes. The best results appear to have been 
the proofs of spirit and loyalty shown by the national soldiers. 
The rebels retreated in confusion towards Saga, upon which 
their assailants were advancing at last accounts. The dissatis- 
faction is not. believed to have spread beyond the very limited 
space in which it first manifested itself. This is absolutely all of 
importance which has transpired. 

The Pacific Mail Company's steamer Great Republic arrived at 
San Francisco on the 19th ult., with advices from Yokohama to 
the 24th Feb., of which the subjoined summary has been tele- 
graphed to the New York press :— 

The Chamber of Commerce of Yokohama strongly reeommends 
an order for the storing of petroleum at a safe distance from the 
city, but the Government has taken no action in the matter. 

The registration of the people has been disregarded for a long 
time, but it has now been accurately accomplished, and the censur 
shows the population of the Empire to be 33,100,000, 

The work of constructing a telegraph line northward is pro- 
gressing favorably.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

In the Peking Gazette of the 21st Jan. there is an edict announc- 
ing that the Empress mothers had recommended that his Ma- 
jesty, accompanied by themselves, should during the second moon 
of next year (the latter end of March and beginning of April) 
visit the western imperial burial grounds, to burn incense and 
offer up their pravers at the tombs of his Majesty’s ancestors. 
As the road and the serais to the western burial grounds require 
repairs, and as the imperial household treasury has no funds to 
execute such works, Tsing-can, the officer in charge of the trea- 


‘sury, has advised that the Commissioner of Finances of Chihli 


province be ordered to furnish the necessary funds. His Ma- 
jesty therefore commands Li Hung-chanz, the Viceroy of Chihh, 
to direct the Provincial Commissioner of Finances to provide 
twelve thousand taels, the sum required to execute the necessary 
repairs, and to pay the money into the household trea-ury before 
the closing of the Yamuns for the new year holidays. In the 
Gazette of the 27th there is an edict announcing that the Em- 
peror and his uncles the Princes Tun, Kung, Chun, and Fuh, 
will visit certain temples and again burn incense and offer up 


: their prayers to Heaven for the fall of snow, to benetit the agn- 


culture of the North of China. This is the fourth time that the 
Emperor has this winter publicly visited the temples and prayed 
for snow to fall. The edict is of considerable length, and alludes 
to the failure of his former pravers. It is feared that if no snow 
falls the winter crops of wheat will perish, a fearful calamity for 
the mass of the people in this region; hence his Majesty's 
anxiety. 

The Gazette records the following official changes and promo- 
tions :—Chung-shih to be president of the Criminal Board. This 
official is the elder brother of Chung-how, formerly in office at 
Tientsin. He was formerly General-in-Chief over the Manchow 
troops in the province of Szechuen. He only lately returned to 
Peking from Jehol, in Mongolia. where he had been Governor 
in charge. He is known to the Foreign Ministers, and has been 
congratulated on his promotion. He is considered to be well 
disposed towards foreigners. Ho-show-sze to be chief of the 
Too-cha-vuen ; an important and very influential office in Pe- 
king. Yin-chaou-jung to be vice-president of the Board of 
Magistracy. Sung-kin to be vice-president of the Board of 
Finances. Lew-yew-ming to be vice-president of the Criminal 
Board. Paoukeun to be chief of the Hanlin-yuen College. 
Paoukeun holds the position of one of his Majesty's guardians. 
He is also one of the chiefs of the Tsung-le Yamun ; and at the 
last New-vear called on the Foreign Ministers in company with 
Wanseang. He is considered to be friendly disposed towards 
foreigners. 

A correspondent writes :—“ How speedily we might get the ap- 
ase of the present Emperor to the making of a railway between 

ientsin and Peking, if we could only have it in our power to 
despatch his Majesty from Tientsin for Peking at 5 a.M.. in bit- 
terly cold weather, and just as we saw our barometers foretold 
a north-west storm coming on, in one of the ordinary travelling 
earts cf the country, the carter being instructed that he must 
make the journey to Peking in thirty-two hours, as it is per- 
formed by travellers now-a-days. On his Majesty arriving, at 
Peking at 1 p.m. on the following dav every bone in his body 
would be aching, his head would feel as if it were going to split 
open, he would have had no sleep the previous night, and would 
be frightfully hungry, from having been unable to procure any- 
thing like properly cooked fool in the horribly dirty caravan- 
serais on the road. If any foreigner would then incidental'y 
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nicate to his Majesty the fact that he could make the 
Gis (burney in a couple of hours, and as comfortably as if he 


had been sitting in an easy chair in his palace, if he would only’ 


be pleased to authorise the making of a railway between Tientsin 
aad. Peking, I can picture to myself that he would without a 
» gingle moment’s hesitation issue an edict rigorously commanding 
that a railway be instantly made between the two places, no 
‘matter whose vested interests might be affected by so doing.” 





HANKOW. 
A correspondent of the Yorth China Herald writes as fol- 


lows :— 

We have had our third theatrical performance, which was 
quite up to the first two in point of excellence. The pieces were 
A Phenomenon in a Sock Frock, and Found ta a Four-wheeler, 
Our talented little orchestra delighted us with some very nice 
music during the evening. We are particularly well off for mu- 
sical talent at present, and are going to be treated to a concert 
(vocal and instrumental) free of charge. The programme bids 
fair for providing a very pleasant evening's entertainment. 

Regarding municipal matters I thought all excitement was 
over for a year, but it seems not, for while I was penning my 
last few lines two of our re-elected councillors, considering the 
overthrow of their Bund Scheme a vote of censure, were actually 
writing out their resignations to be forwarded to H.B.M. Consul. 
This involves an election of two others to take their place, and a 
meeting for that purpose is called for the 25th Feb. At the 
meeting I hear that another Bund Scheme is to be brought for- 
ward, which, if carried, will cost the Council somewhere about 
Tis. 4,000. We are pretty nearly as bad as the French Municipal 
Council in Shanghai, and may probably have more resignations 
and more Bund Schemes, ad 1b. 

The Chinese are preparing for the New Year holidays. The 
Custom House, Consulates and Banks are to be closed for some 
days on that account. A China Bank has failed for Tls. 5,000 ; 
the proprietor has vanished, I believe. No business of any kind 
doing. River rising rapidly. 


SHANGHAL 

The present mail brinss advices from this port to the 20th 
Feb. ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The fol- 
lowing items of news are from the Vorth China Herald :— 

The annual meeting of the North-China Branch of the Asiatic 
Society has been held, F. B. Forbes, Esq., President, in the 
chair. There was a small attendance of members. Color” Vule 
was admittell an honorary member, and Messrs, Gt, B. love + 
and J. L. Mateer resident members of the Society. Mr. 7 f 
Hart, Dr. Carmichael, Mr. M. O. FitzGerald, and Mr. Dora) +e 
Burjorjee Tata were proposed as members. The Secretary, or, 
T. G. Smith, then read the report of the Council for the past year, 
and also the librarian’s and treasurer's reports. The last showed 
a surplus in hand of Tis. 473.1.7, after paying all claims to date, 
and exclusive of a considerable amount still to be collected from 
non-resident members. The cost of certain improvements would, 
however, reduce the balance by about Tls. 150, but there would 
remain sufficient funds for the printing of the Society’s Journal. 
These reports and accounts were accepted and duly passed. 
Officers and Council for 1874 were then elected as follows :— 
President, F. B. Forbes, Esq.; Vice-Presidents, Messrs. Seward 
and Wylie ; Secretary, Mr. T. G. Smith ; ee had Secre- 
tary, Mr. J. E. Reding; Treasurer, Mr. P. K. Dumareag ; 
Librarian, Mr. H. Cordier ; Curator, Mr. W. B. Pryer ; Mem- 
bers of the Council, Rev. J. Thomas, Dr. Macgowan, Sir Edmund 
Hornby, and Messrs. Medhurst, Kingsmill, and Viguier. 

The President and Corresponding Secretary announced the 
presentation of a number of works, and exchange contributions 
from kindred societies. Revised rules in draft were laid on the 
table, to be passed a month hence, and meanwhile the President 
invited suggestions upon them from members, among whom proof 
impressions had been circulated. Mr. Cordier read a brief memoir 
of the late M. Francis Garnier, the explorer, who was a member 
of the Society. The President then read an Address, in which 
he glanced at the origin and progress of the Society, reviewed the 
work it had done, gave a short resumé of the scope and value of its 
journals, and ended with a number of practical suggestions caleu- 

ted to further its usefulness and popularity. These suggestions 
relate chiefly to the formation of a Museum and the extension of 
the Library, to which he thought might be added a collection of 
Chinese Literature and a M.S. deparinient tay the reception of 
casual communications and a memoranda, such as might be fur- 
nished by members of shooting parties. The president having con- 
cluded his interes‘ing and valuable paper, Rev. Mr. Butcher, in a 
few appropriate and complimentary remarks, proposed a vote of 
thanks, in which he was seconded by Mr. Wylie, and warmly borne 
at by the meeting. Mr. Michie then proposed a resolution which 
was seconded by Mr. Wylie and carried, to theeffect that the Coun- 
cil should take immediate steps to organise the museum, borrowing 
Tis. 1,500from the Recreation Fund trustees at five percent. to meet 
the preliminary expenses, the president intimating that the trustees 
of the fund had expressed their willingness to aid the project. 
The current incbme of the Society will, it is believed, suffice to 
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meet the additional current outlay involved by the museum, as 
well as interest on the joan. 

A meeting of subscribers to Trinity Church has been held, to ' 
consider a proposal from the trustees of the Seamen’s Church at 
Pootung, regarding the appointment of an assistant-chaplain. It 
will of course be remembered that, on the departure of ve Syle, 
Mr. Butcher undertook the duties connected with the Seamen's 
Church, pending the engagement of a clergyman for that purpose. 
It was then suggested that it would be well to permanently com- 
bine the working of the two trusts, both Trinity and Pootung 
Church being placed in Mr. Butcher's hands, and an assist- 
ant-chaplain engaged, towards whose salary the Seamen's 
Church trustees would largely contribute. This arrangement 
is undoubtedly the best; and steps have been taken under it, 
in England, to obtain the services of a clergyman. These have, 
however, been hitherto unsuccessful, and it was felt that the 
proposed salary would have to be increased. The meeting was 
called on Saturday, to formularise and decide on the necessary 
arrangements, and proposals very much to the followins etfect 
were brought forward and passed :—Ist, That it be decided to 
accept the proposition of the Seamen’s Church, Pootune. to cou- 
tribute, under certain conditions, Tls, 1,560 per annum towards 
the stipend of an assistant-chaplain. 2nd, That the Trustees be 
authorised to engace an assistant-chaplain, for a term not cx- 
ceeding three years, at a salary not exceeding Ts. 2.709 per 
annum, 3rd, That the annual Christmas collection be devoted 
to the stipend of the assistant-chaplain, aud that the Trustees 
be instructe:l to raise the balance reqnired, say Tls. Goo ver 
annum, in such a way as they may consider best. 

Among the advances in the production of ordnance at the 
Kaou-chang-meaou Arsenal has to be noted the making of tie 
first gun on the Woolwich principle. It is a rifled twelve 
pounder muzzle-loading, formed of a solid steel tube with rein- 
forcements of coiled wrought iron, and has been turned out 
under the supervision of Mr. Alfred Bayley, the inventor of 
some important improvements in the small arms departiuent. 
Orders for sixteen furty-pounders of the same kind are now 
being executed under the management of the same gentleman. 

After the endless grumblings, the numerous representations, 
and the protracted discussions regarding the Woosung Bia, there 
is something startling in the followine brief and business-like 
announcement, taken from the Straits Thnes :-— 

The Municipal Commissioners, not long ayo, drew the attention of 

Government to the manner in which the Singapore river is silrims ny), 
and we understand the result is that a dredging machine wil! be xs 
out to clear the river. 
Ts our cosmopolitan Government (says the Merahd: a failure, end 
do they manage things better at Sineapore than Shanehai/? We 
have been in the habit of admiring the workine of or s-if- 
coverning machinery, perhaps because it is xo complex and pecu- 
liar that it is rather wonderful it should go round so well 5 bat 
there is a simplicity and a directness about the above announce- 
ment which absolutely shocks us, when we think of the fearful 
and futile struggles that have occurred over the getting of a 
dredger for Shanghai. No intermittent grumbling ; no mnassing 
of public discontent ; no letters to the papers ; no surveys to 
contradict surveys; no representations to Chambers of Com- 
merce, to Consuls, to Customs dignitaries, to Ministers, or to 
such diplomatic drags as the Chinese Foreign-oftice ! Only six 
lines to say that a ry whose business it is to see that a river 
is kept open have made certain representations to another body 
whose business it is to keep it open. Objectors may say that 
the positions are not parallel. Quite so ; there is this important 
distinction, that apparently it has not yet been decided whose 
business it is to keep the Shanghai river open, or how. Ordinary 
mortals think it is the Chinese Governments, but Ministers appi- 
rently doubt, since they show no disposition to insist on action. 

Thieves are always active about the time of Chinese New Year, 
and this has been no exception to the rule. We have lately 
chronicled several cases that have come before the Mixed Court, 
and the Hsien has, we believe, also had his hands full, Among 
other cases, a foreign house at Loonghwa was broken into last 
week and ransacked by a gang of burglars ; on the following 
ai a passenger boat was stopped on the river and the geen ts 
robbed of some $1,000, with which they were returning home 
for their New Year holiday ; among minor thefts we hear of two 
bales of opium taken by force, in open day, from a boat lying 
alongside a jetty at Namtow. Ningpo men are accused generally 
as being the most active thieves this year. One “ boy ” from the 
Chekeang province is now undergoing a sentence cf cangue in 
front of the Kechang hong, for large thefts of property from his 
master in that eastlshiieit It is a curious incident in Chinese 
manners, that a respectable Chinaman tried to get the scoundrel 
released fora new year’s holiday, guaranteeing that he should 
return and complete his sentence afterwards! 

As Mr. J. Pearson, of the I. M. Customs, was walking down 
the Peking-road, a few nights since, he was attracted by the 
cries of a woman, in the Lower Yuen-ming-yuen-road. On 
turning aside to ascertain the cause, he found a Chinaman in the 
act of assaulting a native woman. With a view to stop the 
struggle Mr. Pearson interposed, but the Chinaman immediately 
turned upon him, and with a knife stabbed him in the lip and 
in the back of the neck. He held on, however, until a native 
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constable came to the spot, but in taking the fellow into custody 
the constable also received some very severe wounds about the 
hands and wrists, and a dangerous stab about two inches deep 
in the side. It appeared from the statement of the woman 
that on leaving a house in the immediate vicinity of the 
affray, she observed the prisoner hiding behind a gateway. 
Suspecting his motives, she took the precaution to remove her 
ear-rings, which she had hardly done before the prisoner, who is 
a stalwart Ningpo man, rushed upon her, forced a finger shielded 
with paper into her mouth to prevent her calling for assistance, 
and Hie a quantity of pepper in her eyes, He then’commenced 
to rob her of the ornaments she wore in her hair, and met her 
vigorous resistance with very rong treatment. Her presence of 
mind, however, does not seem to have deserted her, for she bit 
his finger with such effect that he was glad to withdraw his hand, 
and the mark formed a means df identification afterwards. The 
prisoner was taken before the Mixed Court magistrate, and was 
ordered two hundred blows, to be kept in close confinement 
until after Chinese New-year, and then to be dealt with in a 
proper manner. 
e hear that the remaining three members of the French 
councils seers Charrier, pe err and Juvet—have now re- 
signed office, so that, as Dr. Galle is in England, the concession 
rejoices in a state of ‘complete municipal freedom. 
A meeting of shareholders in the French Gas Company has 
been held. The accounts show a profit on the year’s working of 
Tis. 7,063. An interim dividend at the rate of 5 per cent., ab- 
sor bing Tls. 1,909, was paid in July, and it was to declare 
a further dividend of 6 per cent., which will absorb Tls. 2,280, 
carrying the balance to the reserve. 
A marine named Charles Reynolds, of the U.S. 8. railopts 8 
while on sentry at the gangway, was seized with an epileptic fit, 
aud fell into the river and was drowned. His body ae not yet 
been recovered. He was a native of New York, and it is said 
had been subject to these fits. 
While a gang of coolies were employed in hoisting cargo from 
the after hold of the Antenor, one of them who guided the winch 
chain lost his balance and fell to the bottom of the hold, a depth 
of more than thirty feet. On being hoisted to the deck he was 
found to be quite insensible. The other coolies treated the matter 
with the utmost indifference, but some foreigners present having 
applied the readiest means of resuscitation, and finding them of 
no avail, at once sent the sufferer to the hospital, where he died 
- shortly afterwards. 
The Herald relates the following amusing story :— 
Some short time ago a Chinese graduate who was passing through 
the city of Shanghai went into a teashop, and, sitting down at a table 
where another customer was already seated, called for some tea to re- 
fresh him after a fatiguing walk. After a while, a third customer en- 
tered the shop, sat duwn between the two, and called for some tea. The 
waiter came up with a small caldron in his hands, to receive the order 
of the new arrival, and on going away to attend to it, put his caldron 
down on the ground between the newly arrived customer and the gra- 
duste. In the meantime the new arrival, watching his opportunity, 
seized the caldron, and putting it on his head, as a cap, waited for his 
ter. The waiter returning, immediately missed his property, and look- 
ing down on the ground where he had milked it, uttered sundry excla- 
mnitions of astonishment. “ What’s the matter,” asked the sharper. 
‘*T cannot see my caldron, which I placed on the ground when going 
for some tea for your honourable Sir!” cried the waiter. “ Dear me ; 
how very strange,” was the reply. “ Are you a city man?” “Oh dear 
no, Sir; Tam from the country.” “Ah, I thought so,” rejoined the 
‘now, let me give you a piece ‘of advice ; whenever you have 
a caldron in your handa, and you want to get rid "of iti in order to at- 
tend to any business, always put it on your head as a cap, just as you 
see mine is now, and then no one can take it from you without your 
immediately noticing the loss!"” Having given this sage piece of advice 
to the bewildered waiter, the sharper, quietly finishing his tea, left the 
shop. On hearing this story from the graduate himself, we asked him 
how he could possibly sit by and not inform the master of the teashop 
as to the character of his customer. “Oh, quite impossible,” replied 
he: ‘if I did so, I should have the entire gang to which the sharper

The annual exodus of foreigners on up-country excursions 
during the Chinese new year holidays began to manifest itself 
at the close of last week, houseboats of all sizes and colours lining ° 
the several jetties on the Bund and shipping supplies. 

One third interest in the British hes Chicftain was sold at 
public auction on the 13th Feb., by Messrs. Wheelock and Co., 
and realised Tls. 10,000. 

We are ie to learn that the trial trip of H. I. C. M. fri 
No. 5 on the 4th Feb. has turned out most satisfactorily. mes 
she left the arsenal she was drawing 20ft. 2in. aft, and 19ft. for- 
ward, with her battery all on board, making her armament com- 
plete, except two guns, and all her stores, as well as seven days’ 
coal, Arriving at Woosung she crossed the bar without touch- 
ing. She had done the distance from the arsenal to W 
in one hour and thirty-two minutes, steaming at half-speed, but 
with ebb tide. With an indicated horse-power of 1,920, she 
made the rate of fourteen knots. After out four miles be- 
yond the Light Ship she turned back ads eared at Woosung. 
She will remain there till the 16th day of the Chinese new year 
(March 4), when she will proceed to Nankin. 


The following is Messrs. Frazar and Co.’s Annual Review of 
the Green Tea Market :— 


A feature of novelty in the Green Tea business this year has been a 
secret combination, early in the season, on the part of the principal 
buyers, to prevent high prices being paid at the opening of the market, 
but it was not sufficiently comprehensive to be effective, some of the 
smaller houses, who were not in the secret, having been tempted by the 
eal house moderate prices at which Pingsueys could be had to 
commence purchases, and their lead was soon generally followed. 
It is to be regretted that such attempts on the part of foreigners 
invariably fail, while the natives are as invariably successful in 
their combinations to support prices. One strong reason for a is 
the fact that positive orders are received from home for particular chi 
without regard to price, and another lies in the desire to be first i in t 
consuming markets with the new season’s teas. Thus for the sake of 
securing a few favourite chops, or realising slightly enhanced prices on 
the first teas to reach the home market, the business for the season 
may be ruined, as it is exceedingly difficult to effect _any material re- 
duction on the range of prices established at the opening. Our market 
for Pingsueys was opened on the 25th of June, at prices about 8 taels 
under the early rates of the previous season, but as no inclination was 
shown to continue purchases at the figures first paid, tea-men soon sub- 
mitted to a concession of about 2 taels per picul, when buying became 
general, chiefly for the English market. Receipts of country teas were 
much delayed by want of water in the canals, caused by the drought 
which prevailed during the summer and early autumn months, and 
as stocks continued small for a long time tea-men were enabled 
to be firm in their demands. On the 2lat July, the first chop 
of Teenkai was settled at taels 40 per picul proportion, which was con- 
sidered a very full price (in view of) the depressing advices from the 
United States, and the fact that much lower limits had been generally 
sent out) but about five taels per picul under the opening rates of 
1872. Moyunes reached us in Sauall quantities about the middle of 
August, and the first settlements were made at but little reduction on 
those of the previous year. At this time teamen were firm holders of 
finest teas, and on the best grades of Teenkais an advance of fully two 
taels had been established, while in Fychows a decline to an equal ex- 
tent had taken place. Up to the 20th September most of the purchases 
were made by English firms, but then advices coming to hand of the 
findncial troubles in the United States, and stocks having accumulated, 
our market weakened considerably, teamen showing a willingness to 
accept two taels under previous prices for all grades, except the finest 
Moyunes ; meanwhile freights having declined, and sterling rates hav- 
ing also dropped, which increased the inducement to operate, most of the 
American houses then entered the market, at first cautiously, but with 
increasing confidence as it became apparent our supplies of teas would 
be considerably less than last year. Buying went on steadily through- 
out October for America and in November large settlements were made 
at a further small reduction. Disastrous advices now began to reach us 
of the outturn of the first shipments of Green Teas to London, which 
entirely checked operations for that market, particularly in Pingsueys, 
which became completely neglected. Purchases of country teas still 
continued actively for America, however, through the early part of 
December, when telegrams coming to hand of a probable reimposition 
of the duty on teas in the United States, increased competition set a 
particularly for the few remaining fine teas, which were te Space 
at an advance in many cases of two taels or more, and our market was 
soon cleared of all desirable chops. More attention was then directed 
to the common grades, which had hitherto remained comparatively 
neglected, and an active business was done in these kinds during the 
early part of December and throughout January, at prices gradually 
stiffening until an advance of about two taels per picul was established. 
Pingsueys then being almost the only teas remaining in quantity, once 
more attracted the attention of buyers, and some activity ee in 
them at a slight advance on the lowest prices current. A few 
teas still continue to be offered, but generally of an undesirable hes 
racter, and the business of the season may now be considered as virtually y- 
closed. 

As regards the quality for the past season, the Pingsuey crop has not 
been satisfactory ; the early arrivals seemed preferable in colour and 
drawing to the yield of the preceding year, but the style was much 
inferior, and as the season advanced the leaf soon showed signs of de-

For some days there have been rumours of a somewhat vague | 


and inconsistent character, to the effect that a disturbance had 
either been threatened or had actually occurred at Peking, and 
that Mr. Wade has been informed that the Chinese Government 
could not guarantee the safety of foreigners should they continue 
at Tientsin, and that, at that place, inflammatory placards have 
been posted, and the fans, made after the Tientsin massacre, 
bearing a picture of the affray, distributed. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is stated that the Minister has intimated to the 
naval authorities that it would be advisable to despatch as many 
war vessels as can be spared to protect the ports, and especially 
Tientsin, and that this request will be complied with. It is also 
stated that one of the leaders of the factious party, who took a 
rominent part in the Tientsin Massacre, has appeared at Pe- 
ing, and is found to be in favour at head-quarters, in place of 
having been banished, as was stated to be the case. The above 
is the version of the affair which is most yenerally credited ; and 
we believe the main facts may be taken as authentic. There 
need not necessarily be cause for great alarm, as experience shows 
that tke Chinese officials are by no means slow to declare their 
inability to protect foreigners when disquieting symptoms arise,

The gross earnings of the company, for the six months, amount to 
$253,091.79, on which there is a net profit of $36.352.97, and this, with 
the balance brought forward from the last half year of $2,255.34, 
makes $38,608.31 available for distribution. Of this sum the directors 
' would recommend the usual payments :—To Contributing Shareé- 
holders. $4,000 ; Directors’ fees, $2,500 ; Auditors, $250. And would 
suggest that the steamer Fame be reduced to $25,000, an additional out- 
lay upon her for new boilers having become necessary, makes her cost

THE THREATENED DISTURBANCES IN THE NORTH OF 
CHINA. 

Hone Kone, Aprit 5.—All causes of apprehension at Peking and 
Tientsin have disappeared. 

THE SUEZ CANAL DUES. 

CoxsTANTINOPLE, Marca 31.—The Minister for Foreign Affairs con- 
sulted yesterday the Legations with regard to M. de Lesseps’ last letters 
declining to except the compromise of a surtax offered him by the Porte 
in pursuance of the recommendations of the International Commission, 
declaring that he will revert to the tax of f.10 per ton of net tonnage in 
July next, levying the present higher rate until then. He, moreover, 
affects to throw the whole responsibility for any loss which may occur 
to the Canal upon the Ottoman Government. The meeting was ad- 
journed, without offering any opinion to the Porte, it being thought by 
the Foreign Ministers necessary to apply for instructions to their respec- 
tive Governments. The Porte has not yet received an official copy of 
the  shetia of M. de Lesseps, dated the 20th and 21st of March, which 
are based upon Article 17 of the deed of Concession. 

ConsTaN'FINOPLE, APRIL 6.—The Porte having consulted the various 
Legations, has refused M. de Lesseps’s application for further delay in 
collecting the Suez Canal dues on the net tonnage of ships as deter- 
mined by the International Commission, and repudiates M. de Leaseps’s 


claim for damages. 
LOSS OF THE “NIL.” 


YoxouamMa, March 30.—The Nil has sunk head foremost between 
two rocks ; depth 80 (probably fathoms) ; lat. 84°37, lon. 188°47 (Green- 
wich) ; two sailors, one passenger named Muraour (or Luccioni), and the 
ship's baker are the only ones saved. 

NaGasakt, Marcu 30.—The Baourayn (str.) hasreturned with Luccioni 
and three of the crew of the Nil (str.). She reports that the Nil struck 
near Cape Idzu, at 11 p.M., 20th, during rainy weather backed off, and 
foundered in deep water ; eighty-nine of the passengers and crew lost. 
Salvage operations improbable. 


THE WAR IN ATCHIN. 

Tue Hacve, Aprit 2.—A despatch received here from Bu:tenzorg of 
to-day’s date announces that the Rajah of Gighen has accepted the con- 
ditions imposed by the Dutch commander, General Van Swieten. He 
has consequently been maintained in power, and the blockade of Gighen 


has been raised.

THE CHINESE IN CALIFORNIA. 

The Times correspondent in the United States makes the following: 
remarks upon the subject of the Chinese in California :— 

The people of California do not take very kindly to their Asiatic 
brethren, who are crossing the Pacific in such considerable numbers. 
In the United States’ Senate, resolutions of the Californian Legislature 
have been presented, which protest against any further subsidy to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, the line for which the gigantic iron 
steamers City of Pekia and City of Yeddoare being constructed at the 
Delaware river shipyards. At the same time other resolutions of the 
same body were presented, which instructed the Californian delegation 
in Congress to use their influence to have the American Treaty with 
China modified, so as to discourage the further immigration of Chinese. 
These documents were presented by the new Califurnian “ Granger ” 
Senator Hagar, who on this occasion made his maiden senatorial speech. 
He said the matter was of the greatest importance to the peuple of the 
Pacific coast, and was assuming such proportions as to require the 
attention of the general Government. He did net think it was 
properly understood cither in the Senate or throughout the 
country. Quoting the Treaty, he said his people would uot 
object if its provisions were observed, but in practice they were 
daily violated. There were 80,000 Chinese in California, and not one 
in a thousand came there in accordance with the Treaty. This im- 
migration was contrary to the laws of Congress for the suppression of 
the SlaveTrade. Coolie immigration to Australia had been suppressed, 
and similar steps must be taken by our Government. In a recent con- 
versation with Mr. Lowe, the American Minister to China, that gentle- 
man had informed the Senator that the Emperor of China was vpposed 
to this migration, but that it was carried on from the port of Hung 
Kong, to which place the Chinese were enticed by agents, and thence 
shipped to California. They did not come with their families nur sur- 
rounded by home comforts, but under contracts fur servile labour 
They were all owned by companies in San Francisco, who had their 
agents in China to secure them for servile labour and ship them 
here. Immigrants from Europe understood very well that in Cali- 
fornia they must come into competition with Chinese labour, which 
they could not afford to do, and consequently they were discouraged 
from going to that State. The food of tho Chincse is inexpensive, 
hence other labour cannot compete. Thousands of our own 
people are in the streets uf San Francisco destitute of the neces- 
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saries of life, because Chinese labour has crowded them out. China 
might send us one million, or even five millions, of the surplus popula- 
tion without experiencing any incovenience. Women were brought for 
‘purposes too vile to be mentioned. The people of California were 
powerless to administer any remedy, and they appealed to Congress for 
action. He, therefore, offered a resolution directing the Committee of 
Foreign Relations to advise with the President in regard to the expedi- 
ency of opening negotiations with China with a view to a modification 
or enlargement of the Treaty, so as to check the importation into the 
United States of Chinese women for immoral purposes, and Chinese 
maales and coolies in fulfilment of contracts for servile labour. The 
resolution being read, Senator Hamlin, of Maine, said that the Senate 
‘was not the Treaty-making power, that resting entirely with the Presi- 
dent. He thought there was no precedent for the resolution, and he 
therefore objected to its present consideration, It was consequently 
laid over, and here the debate ended. 





Masor Cuartes Duperter, formerly of the §0th Foot, committed 
suicide at Plymouth on the 5th inst. The deceased officer left a note, 
attributing the act to consciousness that his reason was giving way, 
and a vague fear that he should end his days in a lunatic asylum. 
Major Duperier, while in the 4th Light Dragoons, was employed in 
Persia from 1833 to 1839 in organising the army of the Shah, who con- 
ferred on him the gold medal of the Order of the “ Lion and Sun.” He 
afterwards served with the 26th Regiment in China, being present at 
the engagements at Ningpo, Chapoo, Shanghai, Woosung, Chinkiang 
(where he was wounded), and Nanking. His next service was rendered 
with the S0th Regiment in the Burmese War of 1852-53, including the 
operations at Donabew against Nameatoon. For his military services 
he received the China medal, with a medal and clasp for Pegu. Since 
his retirement from the service he had been for some years adjutant of 
the Plymouth Rifle Volunteers. 

WE notice the arrival at Port Said of the screw steamer Glenearn, 
one of the ‘“ Glen Line,” on her passage to China, after a rua of 12 days 
and 3 bours steaming from the West India Dock, or 12 days and 15 
hours, including 12 hours at anchor off the Nore. This, we believe, is 
the fastest run made by any screw steamer from London to the Canal, 
aud adds another laurel to the Clyde ship-builders and engineers. This 
vessel was built by the London and Glasgow Engineering and Iron 
Ship Building Company, who yesterday launched a sister ship to the 
Glenearn, which will shortly take her place as one of this line. The 
new steamer is named the Glenfinlas, and is of 2,200 tons burthen, her 
dimensions being, 330 feet by 35 feet by 24 feet 6 inches. The Glen- 
fitlas will be fitted by her builders with compound surface-condensing 
engines of 320-horse power nominal, combining all the latest improve- 
ments, 

The Times of April 4th contains a letter from a correspondent at 
Rangoon in which an account of the occupation of Tonquin is given. 
The details of the expedition under Captain Lagree and Lieut. Gar- 
nier appear, otherwise there is nothing but what our readers have been 
already made acquainted with. The letter concludes as follows:—The 
Comte de Rochechouart is still at Mandalay with the French Mission. 
carrying on negotiations with the Court of Ava. It is understood that 
the King asks for political concessions which are not contained in the 

. convention agreed to in Paris by the Burmese officials last year, and 
this requires a reference to the French Government. The events in 
Tonquin and the altered terms of the Treaty with Burmah seem likely 
to give French interests a far more prominent position in Indo-China 
than they have hitherto held. 

Iya letter which appears in The Times of the 2nd April, from the 
Shanghai correspondent of that journal, dated Feb, 12th, an extract is 
given of the petition addressed to the Taoutai by the Chinese mer- 
chants, praying for the remission of the Likim-tax. A full account is 
also given of the theatrical case and the progress of newspapers for the 
Chinese. 

Mr. Walanche, Secretary to the Japanese Legation, Vienna, with 
his wife, was entertained at a soiree by the foreign minister, Count An- 
-drassy, and subsequently by Prince Auersberg. . 

. GENERAL HEINE is in St. Petersburg, and has been well received by

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HameurG, Marcu 31. 

The ordinary annual general meeting of the International Bank of 
‘Hamburg was held last week at the Exchange Rooms in this city ; 
Baron Westenholtz (in the absence of the president and vice-president) 
in the chair, when the report of the directors was read and the balance- 
sheet laid before the shareholders, from which it appears that the 
earnings of the bank in 1873 amounted to 1,469,106 Reichs marks, in- 
cluding 1,011,214 marks as their share of the profits of the London 
establishment. After deducting salaries and other charges for ad- 
ministration, there remained a clear profit of 1,417,036 marks, which 
was disposed of as follows :—35,426 marks (being 24 per cent.) to the 
reserve fund, 24,080 marks to the delcredere fund, 96,322 marks for 
remuneration to the directors, and 1,260,000 marks for the dividend of 
16 marks 80 pfgs. per share, or 7 per cent., on the 75,000 shares (on 
which 40 per cent. ure paid up), whilst the indivisible remainder, 
1,208 marks, was carried over to the next account. The reserve 
fund now amounts to 124,588 marks, and the delcredere fund to 
103,947 marks. 

The German Parliament is now adjourned till after the Easter holi- 
days, but without coming to any definitive resolution on the vexed 
question of the Army Organisation Bill. It is much to be regretted 
that Prince Bismark is unable to make use of his personal influence in 
support of the Ministerial project ; but he is at present confined to his 
bed, and by the latest accounts from Berlin will be incapacitated from 
appearing in the House during the present session ; and, if better in 
the summer, will, by the advice of the medical men, go to some 
Avathing place to seek alleviation for his acute rheumatic pains. 

“Before Parliament adjourned for the Easter vacation they voted the 
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supplementary Budget for 1874, among which are the following items : 
—90,000 thalers fur the expedition to observe the transit of Venus, it 
being now definitively settled that the places of observation are to be 
Chefoo, the Mauritius, Kerguelen Island, and the Auckland Islands ; 
65,000 thalers aa the first instalment on the purchase of aplot of ground on 
which to erect the oftices of the new Statistical Department, the total re- 
quirement being 130,000 thalers : 150,000 thalers for the purchase of a 
plot of ground for the erection of a building for the German Embassy 
at Vienna: and 1,000,000 thalers for the extension of the telegra$i. 
system. The total amount voted is 1,534,865 thalers, which are to be 
covered by the surplus of the profits accruing from the mintage of the 
new currency in 1%73 and 1874. These are put down in the ordinary 
Budget at 2,000,000 thalers, of which 300,000 thalers have been dis- 
posed of, but the remainder is available for the above items. 

According to the Strasburger Zeituny, Dr. Feindel, a native of Alaatia 
and thorough master of the Oriental languages, hitherto employed as 
custos of the University library at Leipzig, is appointed as attache and 
interpreter of the German Embussy at Peking. Dr. Feindel is the first 
Alsatian appvinted to a post abroad under the Foreign-office, and on 
his arrival at Berlin, had a most flattering reception from the Crown 
Prince. 

COMMERCIAL. 

There is no alteration in the Tea market, the demand being very 
slack and confined tu the execution of small orders for immediate con- 
sumption. Rice is firmer, as the stocks are extremely reduced in quan- 
tity ; the 7,200 bags of Indromayo as well as the 10,900 bags of rough 
Bassein, that arrived here last week. per Elisabeth and Nyord, were 
sold on arrival, and went direct to the cleaning miils. Cassia Lignea is 
in demand at the late reductions, and 7.U00 chests of fresh arrivals 
were sold at 71 to 72 marks. Pepper continues to give way ; Singa- 
pore is offered at fis to 67, Penang at 54 to 65, and white 102 to 103. 
Of China Galls a parcel of 290 chesta, lately to hand, were immediately 
sold at remunerating prices, aud the market is firm. No transactions 
to report in Spelter : nominal price lower, and might be bought under 
23 marks per centuer.

RUSSIA. 

At the suggestion of the Government, special attention is being 
directed to the extreme east of Asia. The varivus scientific societies 
are now strongly taking up the questions of develuping the resources of 
the Island of Saghalien and the promotion of commercial relations with 
China. The Society for the Promotion of Trade and Industries has 
very warmly entered into a project. drawn up by Mr. Butkofski, for 
the working of coal-mines in Saghalien. He proposes to start a com- 
pany with a capital of £7,500 for the working of the mines, and for 
the exportation of the coal to China and Japan. The necessity of 
securing possession of the entire island, with the view of making it a 
penal settlement, is strongly urged upon the Government. 

M. Wm. Heine, who has returned to St. Petersburg after a 
lengthened stay in Japan, will shortly read a paper before the Geogra- 
phical Society descriptive of his recent tour. He is also engaged in 
bringing out a large work on Japan. the most prominent feature of 
which is a collection of folio photographie views, which have been skil- 
fully reproduced at Dresden from dry plates which the artist, M. Heine, 
took out with him. 

An exhibition of textile plants, and machines employed for their 
cultivation, is to be opened at St. Petersburg on the Ist (18th) of June 
next, by the Ministry of State Domains. The object is to give a 
survey of the actual state of cultivation of those plants, and to make 
the landowners acquainted with the implements and machines necessary 
or useful for that purpose, and employed in Russia and abroad. 


HOLLAND. 


(BROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.

Important events have occurred since I last wrote. In the first 
place, an interpellation has been made in the Secund Chamber about 
our war with Atchin. Mr. Messchert Van Vollenhoven asked the Go- 
vernment for information regarding the origin and object of the war, 
about which, till now, much secrecy has prevailed, although the 
nation has waited anxiously for official declarations. He wished to know, 
first, do the Government intend to send fresh troops in the place of those 
who are wounded or killed ; second, shall we secure our object by 
the measures which have been taken ; third, shall we be able to furnish 
the necessary supplies if the war lasts a long time ; fourth, how will 
the cost be covered ; fifth, what are the intentions of the Government ? 
It is not long ago that the Minister declared that it was neither the 
intention nor the wish of the Government to annex the empire of 
Atchin. Is this policy maintained ? Widely spread rumours, as well as 
the tenor of some telegrams, make this doubtful ; but in order that no 
doubt may prevail, he asked the Minister the question direct. It is, 
he said, of enormous importance to know if we are contemplating the 
annexation of the country. It concerns not only the future of Atchin, 
but also that of Holland. Mr. Fransen Van de Putte, in reply, thanked 
the member for the opportunity afforded him of furnishing the neoes- 
sary information, there being no reason whatever for secrecy. In the 
first place, he could declare that there were ample supplies of men 
and material for prosecuting the campaign—more troops and more 
ammunition had been forwarded than had even been asked for. Sta- 
tistics would be laid before the members, so that it was of no use to 
enter into further particulars on this point. The Minister 
that he was still unable to publish the names of the killed and wound 
but the Governor-General had telegraphed that full particulars are 
published in Javasche Courant of the 10th of March, which will arrive 
here in ris To telegraph all the names would be impossible. Re- 
ing the monetary question, the Minister declared that an amount 
of 39,000,000 francs was at disposal, partly owing to the enormous 
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prices recently realised for coffee. In the month of May, last year, he 
asked fora credit of five and a half millions, and another million will 
be asked for in a few days. The first and second expeditions had cost 
7,355,000 francs, so that the total amount of expenditure—so far as is 
known—has been 13,855,000 francs, and the amount still at disposal, 
the Minister flatters himself will not all be wanted. But it is impossi- 

ble to say at the present time what the entire cost will be. 
When you published your article stating that “the Dutch wanted 
Atchin, as Nicholas wanted Constantinople,” a storm of indignation 
arose ; but nevertheless, you were quite right. In plain words, the 
‘Minister declared that the war must be continued till “a satisfactory 
result” is obtained. It was the first intention of the Government to 
conclude a treaty similar to that which was concluded with Siak, as 
the Minister has stated several times before. This would maintain 
the integrity of Atchin like that of Siak. Instructions in this sense 
were given to General Van Swieten, when he received the command of 
the second expedition, and not long ago the General declared, in one 
of his letters, and in the most positive terms, that the war would not 
be continued if the Government of Atchin would consent to conclude 
such a treaty. But a change in the situation made new measures ne- 
cessary. On the 29th of January the Governor-General declared—of 
course on the authority of General Van Swieten—that it was very 
improbable that we could conclude such a treaty as would warrant the 
integrity of Atchin. The Lieutenant-General asked by telegram if it 
would not be best to annex the country. The General went on to say 
that such a policy had become necessary, after all that had occurred. 
The Atchinese had behaved themselves in such a way that benevolence 
and confidence would be totally misplaced. In a subsequent telegram 
from General Van Swieten, forwarded from Atchin on the 28th of Jan- 
uary, mention was made of the reported death of the Sultan by cho- 
lera, and thereupon he said :—‘“ If this rumour is confirmed or denied 
there cannot be any question of concluding a treaty with this or any 
other succeeding Sultan. He has declined to accept our conditions, he 
has killed our ambassador, and has made a treaty an impuvasibility. 
There is no other choice ; we must annex Atchin.” The Minister now 
had to reply. After having consulted the Council of State, his in- 
structions were forwarded on the 2nd of February. They contained 
orders to construct fortifications of such strength as to prove that 
they were intended to be permanent. It was furthermore di- 
real that all the dependencies must be called upon to acknow- 
ledge our authority and our flag, and that if they declined 
to conclude treaties (similiar to that of Siak) with us they must 
be brought under our direct rule. The Government Commissary 
was instructed to act according to the circumstances, but in any case 
was to see that jour sovereignty was acknowledged. The latest tele- 
grams state that this has already been done on the West Coast, and 
wherever our authority has been acknowledged, the blockade has ceased, 
trade is free, and everything may be imported except war material. In 
some places trade has already been reopened. The main opposition 
(and this is also shown by Reuter’s telegram) comes from Penang, 
where many Atchinese are established. The Minister promised that he 
will publish in the Staats Cuurant the several documents which have 
arrived by last mail, and stated that these will prove that the endea- 
vours to enter into negotiations with Atchin were pursued as far as 
possible. Mr. Van de Putte finished his speech by declaring that he has 
iven every information in his power, and that the Government would 
y before the members documents containing the whole history of this 
war, under condition, however, that they should not be published. The 
Minister will furthermore lay before the members the documents re- 
garding the military (inquiry) about the first expedition. They are not 
required to be kept secret, but the Minister thinks that when the 
members have read them, they will not be inclined to publish them. 
But if the Chamber wishes that they should be made public the 
Minister has no objection. It is impossible, the Minister repeated, to 
make peace now; the subjugation of Atchin must be secured. Mr. 
Nierstrasz said that after the statement of the Minister it was impossible 
to continue the debate, and he proposed a postponement, The Minister 
, but asked that the documents should be returned to him before 

the 9th of April, when the First Chamber meets. 

These are the outlines of this important Ministerial statement, which 
contains much that is worthy of ample consideration. When the 
Byblad (the official parliamentary paper publishing the speeches) is 
published, we perhaps can better judge than now if the Minister has 
succeeded in proving that circumstances have forced the Government 
to annex Atchin, and that when war commenced such a course was not 
intended. 

The reports which Mr. Fransen Van de Putte promised are already 

. They are very voluminous, and I can only give you their 
principal tenour. General Van Swieten sketches the whole istoey of 
the war up to the 18th of January, and he deals especially in ertenso 
with the unsuccessful endeavours made by him to induce the Sultan 
to conclude a treaty. The Ambassadors sent by the General were 
murdered, and after that it was impossible to forward any more letters, 
because no trustworthy persons were to be found who would undertake 
their delivery. At this juncture, the English man-of-war Thalia ar- 
rived, the Commander, Captain Woolcombe, being charged to hand to 
the Sultan an autograph letter from Queen Victoria, The Captain 
asked for the assistance of General Van Swieten, which was granted at 
once, But it proved impossible to land with a sloop in the neighbour- 
hood of the Kraton, so that our Commander advised Captain Wool- 
combe to forward a letter to the Sultan asking him to send a trust- 

< worthy person to receive the letter of the Queen. The Arab, Ali 

‘, Bahanan, went with this letter, on the lst of January, to the Kraton; 
he returned, and said the Sultan wished for a delay of three days be- 
fore giving his decision. Captain Woolcombe, however, was not in- 
clined to wait so long, and Ali Bahanan then took the Queen’s letter to 
the Sultan, and in the same envelope a letter from the General. This 
nearly cost the Arab his life. The letter of the Dutch Commander was 
torn to pieces, whilst the Queen’s was read, but its tenour, go it is said, 
seemed very disappointing. 
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Another item of interest is the fall in the coffee prices, which has 
caused a kind of panic in our commercial and financial circles, and in- 
deed not without reason. The Opposition paper asserts that it ix a 
national calamity ; every cent per pound less makes a difference of one 
million to our Treasury. Java wants more and more every year, ad 
the war with Atchin costa enormous sums. It is a fact that the State 
loses by this fall in prices about one million and a-half, and nuthing 
indeed could prove more strikingly that our financial system is ax 
badly based as it possibly can be. If the price of cotfee declines to the 
usual quotation of 40 cents, it will be impossible to make both ends 
meet. Our Budget depends upon the more or less speculative demund 
for this article. Let us hope that what has now occurred will mike 1s 
somewhat wiser. 

Not only outside the Chamber, but also inside, many complaints are 
made about the bad financial system pursued in Java, as shown by the 
section report upon three indemnifying Bills asking credits in exces of 
the budgets of 1871, 72, and 73. Some members were of opinion that 
indeed too much had been expended in Java, and that if the Guvern- 
ment had the right to ask for supplementary credits it is of no use to 
fix the expenditure at all. It seems, others asserted, that confusion 
prevails in our financial system, that our receipts and expenses are uot 
exactly known, and that there is much want of control. One of the 
Members asked for information why ten small steamships, which were 
wanted for the service in Java, were ordered in England, and why they 
were not constructed here, The Minister had acknowledged in the First 
Chamber that they could have been made at less cost here than in 
England, but he added that the Dutch builders could not get them 
ready in time. In anticipation of a written reply the Minister stateal 
verbally that he does and will do all that is pussible to improve our 1- 
nancial administration in Java. 

Some days ago the inauguration took place at Tilburg of the monu- 
ment in memory of King William II., erected by our present King. 
Prince Henry, and the Grand Duchess of Saxen Weimar Eisenach. 
The monument is placed on the square before the palace. The cere- 
mony was presided over by Prince Henry. 

It will create some interest in Java to hear that Colonel J. C. J. 
Kemples will be appointed Governor of the Royal Military Academy ; 
and that Mr. S. E. W. Roorda Van Eysinga has been appointed St:-te 
Engineer in the Canton of Vaud (Switzerland). 

RorrrrDaM, APRIL 1. 

Before the members of the Second Chamber left the Hague for the 
Easter recess a rather sharp debate took place between some members 
of the Opposition and the Minister of the Colonial Department, which 
indicated that a storm is near at hand that may, perhaps, sweep away 
the Cabinet. The Chamber dealt with the Bills to grant credits in 
excess of the Budgets of 1871, 1872, and 1873, and Mr. Nierstrass 
brought forward a complaint that the Minister had ordered engines for 
some of our small men-of-war in England instead of from our own 
ironworks. Mr. Van Kerkwyk—a Liberal—followed up with a protest 
against the mismanagement of our public works in Java, ‘“ Manaze- 
ment and works,” he said, “are both bad. There is much want of 
activity. Iam convinced that all the returns which we receive here are 
arbitrary, if not quite wrong. Returns are given of public works whivh 
two years ago were already finished, and in that way weare cheated over 
and over again.” The leading member of the Opposition, Mr. V.m 
Zuylen, secured a moreimportant point by asserting that the Minister, 
by laying before the members the documents regarding the war with 
Atchin, made the Chamber responsible for the altered policy, and the 
annexation of that Empire. The Premier protested against this view, 
aaserting that the Cabinet was alone answerable ; but the Opposition 
was not content, and it is more than probable that the subject 
will give rise to a stormy debate when the members re-assembie. 
The Atchin war will become a strong weapon of attack for the Opyo- 
sition. But if the battle should be won by them, it is more than pro- 
bable that the defeated Cabinet, instead of leaving the terroir to their 
opponents, will at once dissolve the Chamber and endeavour to obtuin 
by some popular measure a majority in the new Parliament. In wax- 
ing for events no minister of the Naval Department has been appointed, 
and it seems to be the idea of Mr. Fransen Van de Putte to incorporate 
the department with his own. 

Several Liberal papers and some Radical journals approve of the 
annexation of Atchin, which they think far more reasonable than that 
Germany should annex Holland. The Arnhemphe Courant, the most 
liberal of the Liberals, says that now that we have conquered Atchin it 
is politically humane and consistent that we should retain possession. 
But what isit worth to us? Will it cover our outlay ? The anawer is, 
Yes, because the possession of Atchin consolidates our authority in 
Sumatra and in the whole Archipelago. The fate of Atchin will 
be an example to the other principalities, and the moral prestiye 
which we gain by conquering the empire is well worth all the 
outlay and trouble. Although years must elapse before we shall 
be able to speak of a favourable balance of revenue and expendi- 
ture, still under Dutch rule the country has a future. The people are 
energetic, the country is excellent for trade, and it possesses everything 
needful for the establishment of an active commerce. The questiun 
is, whether we are able to govern it well, or whether we shall be cva- 
tent to make of it a pepper country, a tea-garden, or a coffee planta- 
tion, and ourselves to become merely the shopkeeper to sell its produce ¢ 
We hope, concludes the Courant, that some better policy than this may. 
be pursued. 

The report of the Parliamentary Commission on the petition of Mr. 
C. P. K. Winckel has been gazetted. The general conviction of the 
Commission was that the law was strictly observed in this matter, but 
there is a minority who do not agree with the measure, being of opinion 
that the Government of Java ought not to have ordered Mr. Winckel 
to leave the Colony unless disturbances had broken out at Samarang or 
elsewhere in consequence of his newspaper articles, and it had been 
thus proved that his presence was subversive of public order. Thu 
majority of the commission, however, consider that the articles were 
written in such a manner that there was fear for the worst consequences. 
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The commission propose to approve the decree ordering Mr. Winckel to 
leave the Colony. 

It was lately mentioned by you that the screw-ateamer Prinses Amalia, 
built for the Steamship Company JVederland, had been launched at Glas- 
gow. For the same company two other vessels.have been ordered, the 
Prins [cndvik and the Voorwaarts, which are to be ready this year. 
There is much reason to fear that ina few years the whole shipping 
trade to Java by sailing vessels will be annihilated. It will be impos- 
sible for our East Indiamen to find freight at the high rates which are 
necessary to cover their costs. By the English steamer Warrior, which 
was chartered by the company, a reinforcement for the East India army 
of 200 soldiers will proceed. 

A lady, Mrs. Cort Heilgers, who has just died at Deuenter, has be- 
queathed her whole fortune (it is said of one and a half million) for 
the benefit of Freemasonry in Holland. This is the first time that a 
lady has disposed in that way of her fortune. The heirs protest against 
this will, but in vain. The question now is, what the Masons will do 
with the money. 

I gather from the debate upon our Consular Bill, which was duly 
carried, that whilst general dissatisfaction prevails regarding our Con- 
sular system in the East, the very highest approval was expressed with 
regard to the English gentleman who holds that office in Singapore. 
Several members said that it would be impossible be find a better 
consul. 

Up to this time it has been very difficult to make small remittances 
from here to Java, and the Minister has introduced a measure by which 
it will be possible to remit by means of post-office orders sums not ex- 
ceeding £.150, at a cost of 20 cents for every 10 guilders when remitted 
from here, and of 10 cents for f.10 when remitted from Java. 

The King has signed the decree to incorporate the Java brigade. The 
infantry of that corps will be garrisoned at Haarlem and the artillery 
at Delft, and a Lieutenant-Colonel will be placed in command. Some 
time, however, will elapse before a beginning is made with the organi- 
sation of this corps. 

It has created much satisfaction here that Genéral Verspyck has ac- 
cepted the command of the army in Atchin. Many asserted that he 
would not do so, because General Van Swieten had been sent out to lead 
the second expedition, General Verspyck being passed over. 

IT regret to record the death of Dr. Westerhoff, who since 1849 has 
been a M.P. He died at the age of seventy-three, at Warffum. He 
was a warm supporter of Liberal principles, and a strong partisan of 
Mr. Thorbecke. ‘ 

Concerts and other entertainments are being given in many places, 
to collect money on behalf of our wounded soldiers in Atchin, Con- 
siderable sums have in some instances been realised. 

The Vaderlund says that the duty on soap is to be abolished, and 
that an equivalent will be found by increasing the duty on spirits. 

The King has appointed Mr. Trakranen, ex-Minister of the Colonial 
Department, President of the Dutch Trading Company.

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lissox, Marcn 21. 

Mr. Francisco Mendes, who, it will be remembered, required the 
production in the Lower House of the matrimonial contract between 
his Majesty D. Fernando Saxe Coburg Gotha and the late Queen D. 
Maria II., has delivered his opinion upon that document. He pointed 
out that his Majesty could not continue to receive the allowance of 
£22,200 now that he had married again. He (Mr. Mendes) understood 
that a special commission would be appointed to consider the subject, 
but secing the Government intended to maintain the statu quo, as they 
had done with regard to the illegal allowance to Dr. Angnss, he should 
abstain from proposing the appointment of a commission. He added 
that he was actuated simply by economical motives, and not from any 
ill-feeling against the Royal family. Although Republican, yet he had 
defended the Constitutional Monarchy, but if the Monarchy was op- 
posed to progress and liberty, as it seemed to be, then he (Mr. Mendes) 
would declare his Republican principles and ask of a Republic that 
which a Monarchy either could not or would not grant. 

Mr. Mendes’s speech was opposed by all the members of his party, 
thirteen in number, including its chief, the Bishop of Vizen. The rest 
of the House heard him in silence. The Miguelite party, which is not 
at present represented in the Lower House, is preparing for the coming 
elections, which take place in November. In some parts of the north 
private meetings have been frequent, and more or less enthusiastic, as 

, the Carlists were victorious or unsuccessful. The Liberal party do not 
fear the result of any Carlist victories, but it is intended to call the 
pattention of the Government to the conduct of the Miguelites with 
regard to the Cariists.

Mr. Moody, the English engineer, to construct a railway: between 
Pietona and Laurenco Marques. Many Spanish emigrants who took 
part in the insurrection of Carthagena are expected here, and others

During the 
past year the sum of £100 per year was awarded for distinguished ser- 
vices to Major General John Alfred Street, C.B., who served with the 
China Expedition in 1842, and was present at the capture of Chin 
Kiang Foo, and the landing before Nanking, for which he received the 
medal. The sum of £100 a year was also granted, under similar cir- 
cumstances, to Major General Charles Pyndar Beauchamp Walker, C.B., 
who served in the China campaign of 1860 as Assistant Quartermaters 
General of Cavalry, and was present at the actions on the 12th of Au- 
gust, the 18th and the 21st of September, and in the advance on Pe- 
king, for which he was made a Companion of the Bath, and received 
the medal with clasps. These items are included in the present es- 
timates.

Our readers will note with general and hearty approval that among 
those who have received honours at the hands of the Sovereign, for 
services rendered in the Ashantee war, is included the name of Staff- 
Surgeon Fegan, R.N., an officer well known in Hong Kong, Canton, 
and on the China Coast as an accomplished, skilful, and scientific doc- 
tor, and esteemed wherever he was known as an amiable and highly- 
cultivated gentleman. His appointment as C.B. is a reward well earned, 
and reflects credit on the profession as well as on the individual. Dr. 
Fegan’s service in China was frequent and prolonged. In 1863 he 
visited China as Surgeon in Admiral Osborn’s well-meant but ill-fated 
Chinese flotilla ; returned to England at the break-up of the fleet, and 
was again appointed to H.M.S. Princess Charlotte in Hong Kong a few 
years later. His many friends in China will hear with rejoicing of his 
well-earned distinction. 


It has béen found necessary to revive the office of storekeeper in the 
dockyards. It was abolished by Mr. Childers, and the duties tacked 
on to those of the master shipwright ; but the various duties put upon 
the shoulders of that important functionary have proved to be too 
onerous ; one man cannot satisfactorily discharge them all, and there- 
fore “assistant storekeepers ” will be appointed to the dockyards. 


Major Pearse, Royal Artillery, having completed his period of, staff 
service as Deputy Adjutant-General Royal Artillery at Woolwich, is about 
to be succeeded in that office by Major and Brevet Lieut.-Colonel W. 
H. Goodenough, Royal Artillery, late Military Attache at Vienna. 


The death of Capt. W. P. Pinchard, late of the 70th Regiment, is 
announced. He joined the army as ensign in the Ceylon Rifles in 1855, 
and exchanged in 1867 to the 70th Regiment. Shortly afterwards he 
sold his commission. 

The Audacious, the new flag ship for the China s‘ation, has a large 
number of shipwrights and other hands employed on her at Chatham 
Dockyard, in order that she may be completed by as early a date as 
possible. 

Admiral Sherard Osborn has had in preparation for some time past, 
and will shortly publish, a naval work on the Reserve Forces, which 
cannot fail to be of great value. 


It has been shown that the statements which recently obtained pub- 
licity asserting that there had been desertions from H.M.’s ship Sultan 
are totally false. 

The Portuguese corvette Infanta Don Joao arrived at Malta on the 
20th ult., from Goa and Bombay, bound for Gibraltar.

MILITARY EXPENDITURE IN THE STRAITS. 
THE contribution paid out of the revenues of the Straits 
Settlements towards the expense of maintaining a body of 
troops there amounts in round numbers to £60,000 a year, 
and we think it would be a wise as well as a welcome act 
on the part of Sir ANDREW CLARKE if he were to inaugu- 
rate his first year of office by some effort to free the colony 
from what we believe to be a burden as unnecessary as it 
is grievous. The military establishment at present on that 
station consists of two companies of Royal Artillery, one 
wing of a European regiment, and one regiment of Madras 
Native Infantry. Out of this force half a battery of artil- 
lery and two companies of the Madrasses are quartered at 
Penang. 
We have described this body of troops as unnecessary, 
and we shall have no difficulty in making good our words. 
_ Let us first consider what would happen were one of the 
great European Poweis to declare war against England. 
In such an event the Straits Settlements could have no 
danger to fear, unless that Power were France. France, 
however, has her hands already too full to dream of a 
quarrel with this country, and though she certainly has | 
soldiers and gunboats in Cochin-China, yet have we no’ 
fleet in the China seas too? It is not likely that our Admiral | 
would ever allow a French squadron to give him the slip and | 
leave Saigon; but still, in the last and worst result, the 
paltry handful of Europeansoldiers in the Singapore barracks 
could not even prevent a hostile force from landing, much 
less avert a bombardment of the shipping and port. After 
all it is but waste of time to spin finely-drawn arguments 











such as these. Wars, fortunately, between great Powers are | 


preceded by some few weeks’ notice ; and if it were thought 


expedient effectively to garrison Singapore or Penang the ' 
telegraph wires would bring over all the requisite forces | 


from India in a fortnight. But for the defence of the 
Straits Settlements we must always depend in the main 
upon our navy, and not upon military garrisons. So much 
for that part of this question which relates to perils from 
abroad ; it remains to bethink us whether the interests of 
the colony are served internally by the maintenance of this 
mock army on her shores. There cannot be a pretence that 
the European communities are in danger of massacre ; for, 
firstly, no such concerted attempts at violence have ever 
been made upon the white people in the Straits ; and if 
any such risk really existed, we should not find forty-seven 
Europeans living peaceably and devoid of alarm at Malacca, 
amid a mingled host of 77,000 Malays and Chinese, with 
not a single soldier to protect them from harm. The same 
remark applies to Province Wellesley, where there is a 
large native community, but no more than ninety-six 
European settlers. Half a battery of artillery at Singapore 
and the same at Penang, with about one hundred native 
troops for guards would, to our mind, meet all the military 
requirements of those settlements. That small force is 
handy in case of a fire, and also to act as a guard of honour 
whenever official receptions are held. The £60,000 would, 
we believe, be reduced to £10,000, while the peace and 
safety of the colony and its inhabitants would remain un- 
imperilled. Every step towards relieving taxation tends also 
to stimulate production, and makes the ship of commerce 
ride higher out of the sea. We trust, therefore, that this 
subject will be pressed upon our new Administration.

EVERY one interested in the real welfare of China will 
watch with satisfaction the experiment which is now being 
made at Foochow, of placing the dockyard at that port 
under the sole management of the Chinese. The employ. 
ment of Europeans in the various dockyards has always 
been considered as a provisional arrangement, and the 
course of instruction which has been given, under the 
superintendence of M. GIQUEL, to the native students and 
workmen at Foochow, was specially designed to fit them 
for the task of carrying on the work when the time should 
come for the withdrawal of their foreign instructors. There 
ig something peculiarly characteristic in the course thus 
followed by the Chinese. They have learnt by experience, 
more or less bitter, that we are vastly superior to them- 
selves in the arts and sciences. They feel, therefore, that 
to place themselves on a par with us they must first con- 
sent to learn from us. This much they are willing to do, 
but having acquired all the knowledge they consider neces 
sary, they are determined to throw off their leading strings 
at the earliest possible moment and to walk alone. The 
presence of foreigners in their dockyards is looked upon by 
them as a necessary evil, and the sooner they are able to 
give them their congé the better they are pleased.

FENG-SHUL. 

An interesting paper, entitled “ Féng-Shui,” appears 10 the 
Cornhill Magazine for March. The writer takes as his text the 
refusal of the Emperor of China to accept the short line of rail- 
way which some English capitalists proposed to construct, free 
of expense, for Imperial use, with the object, of course, of thus 
inserting the thin edge of the wedge in the hardened crust of 
Chinese obstructiveness. The advantages of a railway syste 
in a vast country like China are too patent to require argument! 
« What, them,” says the writer, “is the obstacle to China's

_ tating her progressive neighbour Japan by the adoption of rail- 
_ways? It is Féng-Shui,” and some other causes which he enu- 
merates. One great cause, however, has escaped the writer ; 
rhaps he was not aware of its existence. The Chinese have 
4 bitter experience of the troubles caused by the foreign 
“rowdy element at Shanghai, on the river Yangteze and else- 
where, and they are afraid that if they allow foreigners to con- 
struct railways and open mines in the interior, the rowdy ele- 
ment must perforce be there, and that endless disturbances and 
trouble will be the consequence ; so, driven to bay, they take re- 
fuge in Féng Shui, against which we know well, from personal 
experience, that all argument is at present quite thrown away. 
‘In the foreign settlements at the Treaty ports Féng-Shui fares 
badly, but in the interior even the foréigner must respect it, if he 
would live in peace. Of thisthe writer inthe Cornhillgives anamus- 
. ing instance. Some German missionaries, having been troubled 
with thieves, added a couple of watch towers to their schoolhouse, 
and thus infringed upon Féng-Shui. ‘ One of these little towers 
was just visible over the rising ground toa tomb on another hill a 
quarter of a mile off. The enraged descendants of the occupant 
of that tomb gathered the village together against the mission- 
aries, and threatened to burn down their establishment. In 
vain did the missionaries argue that so small a portion of their 
building could be seen from the tomb that if, as was most rea- 
sonable, one supposed that the deceased spirit preferred to sit 
upon his semicircular arm-chair-like grave, instead of fatiguing 
himself by standing upon it, he would then not have the obnox- 
ious projection within the field of vision at ali. No matter, the 
offensive towers must be pulled down. As usual in China, it 
was found that even Féng-Shui could be propitiated by a gift ; 
and the missionaries baught toleration of the disturbed spirit for 
a certain number of dollars paid down to his representatives in 
the flesh.” Some years ago Governor Amaral, of Macao, was 
_ not so fortunate. He persisted in making new roads, regardless 
of tombs, and he expiated his contempt for Féng-Shui with his 
life. These instances will be sufficient to show how easily Féng- 
Shui and railways would come into collision. 





What Féng-Shui is has hitherto been a mystery to Europeans, 
or all writers on China have avoided the ditticult question, or, at 
any rate, declined to go into it at any length. Sir John Davis, 
writing more than thirty vears avo, says that “ the term may in 
general be coustrued by the word luck, and it has been supposed 
that in a country like China, where nearly all long journeys are 
performed by water, ‘good wind and water,’ or, in other words 
luck on a journey, has by degrees come to signify good luck 
In every circumstance and condition of life.” This remark 
which is not noticed by the writer in the Cornhill, is hardly a satis- 
factory elucidation of the great Féng-Shui difficulty. A learned 
German student of Chinese Buddhism (Dr. E. J. Bitel) has gone 
into the whole question, and in his pamphlet “the curious in 
such matters may read a complete exposition of the origin, cha- 
racter, and influence of Féng-Shui.” The remainder of the 
article in the Cornhill is an endeavour to summarise Dr. Eitel's 
views. “Asa practical art,” the writer remarks, “ Féng-Shui is 
the terrestrial sister of astrolocy, . . . and by its means a man 
learns not only what his fate is, but how it may be modified to 
his own advantage.” He then quotes two passages from Dr. 
. Eitel, on the former of which he observes,—“ The configuration 
and character of the surface of the earth determine the weal or 
woe of its inhabitants. Rising grounds, groups of trees, pools of 
water, winding roads, when properly situated and combined, are 
the causes of health, wealth, peace and happiness to the fortunate 
dwellers in these desirable localities.” On the two passages to- 
gether, which may be briefly described as setting forth the good 
and bad Féng-Shui of Hong Kong from a Chinese point of view, 
the writer in the Cornhill savs :—“ Now that we have before us 
the twofold energies of Féng-Shui, baneful as well as blessing, 
we see that it is a materialistic fatalism, according to which 
human happiness and misery, virtue and vice, are determined, or, 
at least, mightily influenced by invisible currents of nature's 
breath flowing over the surface of the earth, adapting itself to 
its inequalities, attracted or repelled by its elevations and 
depressions, its straight lines and curves.” Again, the Chinese 
notion is that ‘“ Féng-Shui will guard its believers against wan- 
tonly and wickedly opening passages for the pernicious influence 
of nature, among which straight lines and straight ridges are the 
most fatal. It can, therefore, preserve China from the inevitable 
destruction of national prosperity that would follow the making 
of railways, which would not only destroy many most important 
features of the good Féng-Shui, but in their long straight ways 
and their deadly embankments positively invite every noxious 
influence to devour the land.” is will, of course, appear “ un- 
mitigated nonsense” to the English reader, but it is the result at 
hich the Chinese have arrived by certain mental processes, 
Crhich Dr. Eitel has investigate in his pamphlet. The writer 
ia the Cornhill concludes his interesting paper with these words:— 
“Féng-Shui is the very audacity of superstition, and it will hold 
its own until it fades away before the progress of Christianity, 
or the ‘spread of science, or the influence of both combined.’ 
Devoutedly we do hope that this much wished for report may 
apeedily arrive, and that Féng-Shui and all other impediments 
may soon be removed from the paths in China.” 
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ATCHIN. 
(‘“‘ ALGEMEEN HANDELSBLAD,” AMSTERDAM). 
The plans of our Government have entirely altered. In place 


of maintaining Atchin’s integrity under Netherlands Protectorate, 
it has been decided to increase our authority in that land either 
entirely or partially. Was this reversion of tactics right! Such 
is the question of the moment, and which will be argued by the 
States-General in the Chambers as soon as the Government make 
known the contents of all papers relating to the matter. From 
what we know at present us to the state of affairs in Atchin, we 
see no difficulty in coming to a conclusion as to the ultimate re- 
sults. Already those whose opinion is certainly to be relied on 
have decided unanimously that there is only one course to pur- 
sue, and that is entire or partial incorporation. The Indian 
Government quite confirm us in this. The Commander-in-Chief 
and the States Adviser, who were both in favour of closing a 
treaty, are now fully convinced that nothing less than the entire 
subjection of Atchin will close the war. Meanwhile the grounds 
for such a course must be plainly shown. The nation must be 
sure that the difficult task we have undertaken was rendered 
imperious under prevailing circumstances, and extending our 
power and authority a necessity. We will draw a line of com- 
parison with the results of the British expedition on the Coast of 
Guinea and our expedition against Atchin. The British expedi- 
tion ended by burning the chief town of their enemy, after a very 
difficult and steady e into the interior of the country, after 
which a treaty was dosed with the King of Ashantee, and the 
British troops are now again in their mother country. We have 
also conquered the Sultan ; his principal stronghold has fallen 
into our hands, and, although he is not entirely subdued, his 
force is broken, and many under his authority have come over 
to our side. Can we also let our troops come back, and for the 
future give assurance of Atchin being subdued? No one with 
any knowledge of our position in the Indian Archipelago will 
answer this question in the affirmative. Great Britain, having 
only a few possessions on the Gold Coast was not obliged to sub- 
due the Ashantees, but merely to chastise them, whereas we have 
quite another work to perform in Atchin. For holding our 
authority in that island, as well asin the whole Archipelago, it is 
rendered indispensable that we show our power to those inland 
States who defy us; and, further, now we are once engaged, to 
see that our victory is not unfruitful. The great amount of 
lives and money both expeditions have cost against Atchin must 
not recur again. We must not close our eyes to the instability 
of the Atchin Government, which will gradually grow worse, nor 
yet the insecurity of merchandise at sea, which will, sooner or 
later, require a new expedition. 


OUTFITS FOR CONSULAR OFFICERS. 

A letter has been addressed to Her Majesty’s Consuls abroad from 
the Foreign-office, bearing date February 14, 1874, informing them 
of the steps proposed tu be taken to carry out the recommenda- 
tions contained in the report of the Select Committve of the House of 
Commons on the subject, of July 16, 1872, and which are to come into 
operation on the Ist April next. The letter encloses extract of a re- 
port from a departmental committee, consisting of Lord Tenterden, 
Mr. W. H. Gladstone, M.P., Mr. T. V. Lister, Mr. S. Blackwood, and 
Mr. W. H. Wylde. The following is the extract : “First, with regard 
to outfits and journeys, we are of opinion that the intentions of the 
House of Commons Committee would best be carried out by retaining 
the present scale of allowances for outfit, and by extending to the Ge- 
neral Consular Service the rule in force in the China, Japan, and Siam 
Consular Service for the payment of passage expenses. Secondly, with 
regard to pensions, that every two years’ service in unhealthy climates 
should count for three years in calculating the pension, as is done in 
certain cases in the Army or service on the West Coast of Africa; the 
posts to which this rule shall apply to be clearly detined, for which pur- 
pose a circular has been addressed to Her Majesty's representatives 
abroad calling for the necessary information. Thirdly, with regard to 
leave of absence, that Consuls should be allowed to accumulate the 
leave for which they are already entitled to full pay, at the rate of 
one month in each year of previous residence on the public service 
abroad, and that the time occupied by the journey out and home should 
not be included in the leave. Any case exceeding six months on ful? 
pay to be subject to special consideration by the Secretary of State. It 
appears that the rules in force in the China, Japan, and Siam Consular 
Service fur the payment of travelling expenses are the following :—“ An 
officer on a first appointment shall be paid the whole of the expense of 
the journey to his post for himself alone, and the third of the expense 
for his wife and family, the number being limited to five persons be- 
sides himself, of whom one may be a female servant. These payments. 
will be made by the Foreign-office, on production of the necessary 
vouchers. On returning home on leave of absence after a residence of 
five years, and merely for reasons of personal convenience, such officer 
shall be paid one-half of the expense of his own journey, und one-third 
for his family, the same limitation being observed in regard to numbers 
asin paragraph 1. A similar indulgence shall be granted in cases of 
leave of absence obtained at any time on sick certificate. This arrange- 
ment will also be applied to all cases of officers returning from Eng- 
land to their posts.” 

The letter from the Foreign-office, which is signed by Earl Granville, 
explains that the new rules will only apply to salaried consular officers, 
and not to consular officers at unpaid posts, or to consular officers en- 
gaged in trade. It is also to be distinctly understood that the permis- 
sion to accumulate leave of absence for any period on full pay is to be 
subject to the approval, in each instance, of the Secretary of State. 
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A Journey in Shantung. By the Rev. ALEXANDER WLLLIAMSON, 
of Chefoo. 

We cannot allow Dr. Williamson’s account of his last journey 
through the most important «districts of the Shantung province 
to pass unnoticed, for such notes of travel are of the greatest 
value in aiding us to form our trading relations with China. On 
this occasion, for special reasons, Dr. Williamson took his wife 
with him, and it is pleasing to have to record that they met with 
civility far beyond their expectation, and this ‘“ was peculiarly 
manifest at one sity which had long been famous for its asperity 
to foreigners,” and at which, on his first visit, Dr. Williamson 
had “‘ met with a most uncourteous reception.” At Tsi-nan-foo, 
the capital of Shantung, the party “ visited the Roman Catholic 
cathedral, built in foreign style, and the chief Mohammedan 
mosue, now beautifully repaired and more conspicuous than 
ever ;” and Dr. Williamson remarks that “ both buildings pre- 
sent a telling comment on the late miserable veto plnsedl on 

- British missionaries, interdicting them from building or even 
renting houses in the interior unless under a false pretext in the 
name of converts.” ‘ 
The travellers found the natives not only willing but.eager ta 
avail themselves of their medicines and medical advice, and 
“this was a 1iost satisfactory feature, more especially as it showed 
the confidence of the people in foreign skill and honesty of pur- 
pose... . Tuis desire for advice was as marked far from the port 
(Chefoo) as in the neighbourhood, showing us that the people, 
among themselves, must talk respectfully and kindly of us.” 
Undoubtedly, the value and importance of foreign medical 
missions in all parts of China cannot be over-estimated. 
Commercial enterprise does not appear to have made much 
headway at present in the province, and “the mining operations 
have received a shock of late from which it may take a little 
time to recover. Some vears ago the alacrity with which fo- 
reigners bought the native gold induced a large uumber of natives 
to search for the precious metals. The stir which was made 
about galana, and iron, and coal also greatly interested and en- 
couraged the people ; but mandarin action and terrors were too 
much for them, and consequently the mining temperature has 
gone down almost to zero.” The folly of the authorities in ac- 
tively opposing the introduction of European machinery for the 
working of coal mines is painfully transparent, “ and their action 
in reference to the supply of their new Steam Navy and Trans- 
port Service, still further illustrates their stubbornness,” for they 
are positively buying foreign coal at extravagant rates, “when 
they could procure their own coal equally good at from six to ten 
shillings per ton !” 
The crops in Shantung last year were remarkably , but 
“this may not materially advance the trade of Chefoo.” This 
will sound oddly at first, but the reaso:® is obvious, for any 
“‘ deficiency (in the crops) is supplied in junks from the coasts of 
Manchuria, and these junks take foreign goods back with them 
in return.” In this connection Dr, Williamson gives some cu- 
rious instances of the “ extremely prolitic character of the millet 
and sesamun., . Weare familiar with thirty, sixty, ora 
hundred fold ; but here I find in the case of the Ku-tze (Sletaria 
italica) “ one seed produces from $,000 to 11,000 grains.” This 
is the staple food of the strong Shautung and northern men, and 
foreigners invariably enjoy it. 
Dr. Williamson regrets to record the extensive cultivation of 
the poppy. “The Chinese Government,” he says, “still honestly 
hope to deal with the native question. . . They have 
also a most wholesome fear of any wider distribution of this 
drug ; and that is one of their great covert objections to rail- 
ways, or to admitting us freely into the interior in any manner 
whatever.” 
With regard to the penetration of foreign goods into the inte- 
rior, our writer says that “ one notable improvement which we 
observed was the increased exhibition of foreign goods for sale 
_in the towns and markets. In some places—well known to me 
in former years—I think I may say I saw ten pieces of shirting 
for one, and I found even in most remote districts among the hills 
a sprinkling of Manchester and Bradford goods. . There 
is a tremendous market in China yet for all kinds of foreign 
wares. The great hindrances at present are undue taxation, and 
the wretched means of communication.” The roads in Shantung 
are in a lamentable condition; “in certain directions regular 
highways were once laid out and streams bridged, but now all is 
in ruins. Thus, in many places the carter takes possession of 
the field, and makes a defour as suits him best and the farmer 
of the road ;” a sight which we also remember to have 
seen a dozen years ago in the province of Chihle. This 
state of the roads, when water-carriage is out of the ques- 
tion, makes a most serious addition to the cost of trans- 
porting goods into the interior, and the most efficacious re- 
-medy would be the construction of railways, for which pur- 
pose, as Dr. Williamson points out, an enormous amount 
of cheap native labour would be available. The writer is 
also strongly in favour of putting the Grand Canal in pro r 
working order again, and remarks that the most formidable dif. 
ficulties are far from insurmountable, and could be easily over- 
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come with the help of Western appliances. The Yellow River 
is a much more difficult problem to deal with, but it “ will never 
be of much importance in a commercial point of view, except 
locally, 2.e., from point to point.” 

We would also call attention to Dr. Williamson’s observatiorss 
respecting the condition of the people, whose physical state, he 
thinks, very much resembles that of the Scotch in the last 
century, and he is of opinion that ‘we only need to get fairly 
among them and secure their confidence.” Our author’s con- 
cluding paragraph is full of pregnant hints, but want of space 
precludes us from quoting more than the last few lines. “ With a 
knowledge of their language,” he says, “ordinary politeness, tact, 
and a good character and reputation, an intelligent man has 
nothing to fear, but everything to gain. . . . ‘The great dif- 
ficulty is that under-current of officialism of which I have spoken, 
and which will never be put down until our representatives take 
wider views and a firmer position at the Capital.” In taki 
leave of this paper we would express our opinion that if only a 
few more able men like Dr. Williamson would traverse the in- 
terior of the country, and publish careful notes such as these, 
they would take the surest step towards materially advancing 
the true interests of foreigners and Chinese alike. 





Illustrations of China and its People; a Series of 200 Photographs, 
with descriptive Letterpress. By J. Tuomsox. Vol. IV. 
London : Sampson Low, 1874. 

Mr. Thomson has now accomplished his task, and in the fifty- 
seven additional illustrations which make up the concluding 
volume of his work he has really rendered most valuable assist- 
ance towards familiarising the European world with the ap- 

earance and characteristics of scenes in the North of China. 

The first two plates in the volume now before us are filled with 
portraits of Chinese Ministers of State, and interest us not 
so much on account of the celebrity of the personages whom we 
there find represented, as because the details which in each case 
form the bac eeroni of the picture give trustworthy specimens 
of domestic architecture in China, and of the costumes worn by 
the high officials of the Peking Court. Important information 
as to the political institutions of the Flowery Land has been 
furnished in the letterpress which accompanies these photographs, 
and is perhaps really of more value than the views themselves. 

Artistically there are two impressions in this volume, which 
in taste, delicacy, and execution approach as near perfection as 
it is possible for human workmanship to arrive. We refer to 
the picture of the Hall of the Classics in plate 9, and to the 
Marble Bridge in the Yuen-Ming-Yuen, which is presented to 
us on plate 47. But the photographs which will probably be 
found most interesting by the general public are those which 
were taken in the thoroughfares of Peking. Thus on the 2ist 
plate we are introduced to the central street in the metropolis 
of China ; we see there ‘“‘ The Beggars’ Bridge,” and the beggars 
who, though they are so poor and friendless that when winter 
arrives with its keen frosts they will, many of them, be found 
frozen to death round the parapets of this Imperial bridge, vet 
careless of the future gather in groups during the summer 
heats, to gamble away the little they have been able to 
scrape together. We gain, too, a good glimpse of the gene- 
ral traffic of the Peking streets. These and many others, 
such as the costermongers, curiosity dealers, peep-showmen, 
butchers, and cooks, are all pointed out to us, and the 
truth is well brought home that the arts of advertising, puff- 
ing and quackery, and the tricks of trade are at least as well 
known to the Chinese as they are among the nations of the 
West. Photograph 39 is a small picture representing a Manchu 
funeral procession. We recommend our readers to peruse the 
letter-press which accompanies this illustration. There they will 
find a strange and yet most touching description of the rites and 
ceremonies practised among the Chinese towards those who are 
at the point of death and after decease. That people “ do not 
admit the idea of death ; the close of one’s days is simply the 
passage from life to life, from one world into another, or from 
one state of existence into a different one.” Acting on theae 
notions, they buy for themselves beforehand the coffins in which 
their mortal remains are to repose, and their friends attire them 
in the costliest robes when the hour of their dissolution ap- 
proaches. They put on holiday clothes to die in! Mr. Thomson 
was so fortunate as to obtain a photograph of some Koreans who 
chanced to be on an official visit to the Court at Peking. 
Probably this was the first occasion on which a member of that 
secluded race has stood in front of a camera. 

The last three photographs in the volume present us with a 
view of the Nankow Pass, of an ancient Buddhist arch which 
spans that stony defile near the villagefof Kew-Yung-K wan, and 
of one of the inner spurs of the famous wall. The latter, 

Mr. Thomson, is an object neither “ picturesque nor striking ; 

viewed simply as a wall, its masonry is often defective, and it fs 

neither so solid nor so honestly constructed as one at first sight 
would imagine. This is undoubtedly true; in the parts more 
remote from the capital the rampart not unfrequently consists 
of a simple embankment of heaped up earth, with a narrow-ex- 
ternal facing of stone, perhaps noteven that. Marco Polo leaves 
it undescribed, though it was undoubtedly in existence during 
his stay in China, but it may be that he never saw it except at its

It served as a clear unmistakable boundary line, beyond which 
the barbarians outside were not to advance, and as_to repelling 
inyasions, it must be remembered that Genghis Khan himself 
was repulsed before the inner spur. It is not “ picturesque” and 
it is not “striking.” How should it be, running, as it does, over 
mountain ranges, grand, lonely and wild ? Can the lowly height 
of a wall which man’s hands have put together contrast advan- 
tageously with the width and majesty of the limitless hill-sides 
along which it creeps? The wall was not constructed with an 
eye to scenic effect, but as a line of demarcation and defence. 

Space forbids us to say more of Mr. Thomson’s pictures. He 
ean hardly expect the untravelled public to realise the labour, 
trouble, energy, and enterprise required to attain his end ; but 
at any rate the beauty of the pictures he has produced will 
assuredly win general approbation, and we cordially hope that 
the success of his volumes will be as great as their merits, so that 
he may find that the time and money which he spent upon his 
undertaking has not been bestowed in vain. 





Vouage en Asie, La Japon, La Chine, La Mongolie, Java, Ceylan. 
L'Inde. Par Tuzopore Drret. Paris : Michel Lévy Freres, 
1874. : 

Counting from the day of his landing at Yokohama to the 
time of his departure from Bombay, M. Duret was only just four- 
teen months in the East ; still he contrived to visit in that short 
space of time most of the places of interest in Japan, China, 
tae Ceylon, and India, and it follows of necessity that his book 
partakes, in a great measure, of the nature of a sketch. In his 
preface he avows his intention of systematically avoiding men- 
tion of a “crowd of things which have been described by pre- 
vious travellers ;”"—a resolution which we think any writer of a 
book of Eastern travel would find it very difficult to carry out 
in its integrity, but which will probably account for M. Duret’s 
brevity in treating of the more important centres of commerce 
in the East. 

What struck our traveller the most in Japan was the small 
size of everything,—from houses and rooms down to teapots and 
teacups,—and the constant good humour which he says is so 
noticeable a trait in the Japanese character. During his visit to 
Yedo M. Duret paid great attention to Japanese art in its various 
phases, and he and his friend made a collection of bronzes; 
when there he also studied the political state of Japan, to which 
he devotes a chapter. He Sr pears partly to regret the great 
changes which have been and are being accomplished in the 
country, and remarks that picturesque old Japan is passing 
away, and that in the course of five-and-twenty years people 
who come from Europe to seek for it will do so in vain. 
He also calls attention to the singularity of the fact, that 
of all the countries of Asia it is that which has been 
longest closed to Europeans, which is found to-day to be the 
best prepared to receive the germs of their civilisation and 
develop them. After leaving Yedo he visited Kioto, which, he 
says, has ever been a city of luxury and amusements. While 
there he went to a theatre, and formed a high opinion of the 
theatrical powers of the Japanese ; he also gave a dinner at a 
native restaurant to some Japanese officials, which offers an occa- 
sion for some remarks on music and dancing. Besides its tem- 
pies, he says, Kioto does not possess any monuments remarkable 

or their architecture, for the palace of the Mikado is hardly 
worthy of notice ; the jetaplen however constitute a magnificent 
series of religious buildings, and, though constructed of wood, 
they realise by their beautiful and vast proportions all the con- 
ditions of fine architecture. Returning to Osaka, M. Duret 
crossel over to Shanghai ; but although the “ model settlement” 
(as it has been termed) made some impression on him, he does 
not devote any space to it, and soon proceeded up the Yangtsze 
to Hankow. 

Hankow, Wuchang, and Hancang, he says, together form a 
great centre, which has always passed for one of the most 
populous in China. Pere Hne put the number of inhabitants 
down at eight millions, an estimate which is out of all reason, 
but our traveller goes almost to the opposite extreme, and does 
not consider that it exceeds 500,000, For our own part, 
judging from a personal knowledge of the localities, we are 
inclined to think that the aggregate population is somewhat 
over a million ; but anyone who is acquainted with these places 
will know how difficult it is to form even a rough guess 
on the subject. We quite agree with M. Duret in his opi- 
nion that the population of China has been much exaggerated, 
but in estimating the number of inhabitants in a Chinese town, 
he should bear in mind that Chinamen pack very closely indeed. 
In coming down the Yang-tsze, our traveller stopped at Nanking, 
“che former capital of the Empire, and we can imagine his surprise 
at finding inside the walls “no town, nothing but a vast naked 
space, a desert.” The famous Porcelain Tower did not escape the 
sacrilegious hands of the Taiping rebels, and nothing remains 
- now of its ninestories but a heap of rabbish. A good deal of the 
raterial, we believe, was used in the construction of Li Hung- 
Chang’s Arsenal! M. Duret makes a mistake in saying that 
Chinkiang is about halfway between Nanking and the sea, for 
it is some fifty miles distant fron the former and a hundred and 
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went up the Grand Canal to Yangchow, and we are glad 
to learn that, although the suburbs remain a mass of rujns, 
as the rebels left them, yet the interior of the city is already 
rebuilt and wears a busy aspect. Having returned to Shang- 
hai, M. Duret next turned his steps northward to Tientsin 
and Peking, and in speaking of his journey between these two 
places, he describes the roads as frightful and the carts as abom- 
inable; clearly he had been spoiled by the luxurious accommo- 
dation of the steamers. He spent sometime at Peking, visiting 
the various points of interest, and then went for a trip into Mon- 
golia, reaching Dolonor, by way of Ku-pei-kow and Jehol. The 
chief objects of interest there are the great temples, round which 
there is a large collection of houses inhabited by lamas. M. 
Duret returned to Peking from Mongolia by way of Kalgan 
(Chang-chia-kow) and Nankow, and the road through the latter 
pass he rightly calls *‘ epouvantable ;” we know it well, and, to 
uote our author’s words, “Ce i’est qu’une succession de défilés et 
précipices.” At Peking he set to work and searched through the 
numerous curiosity shops in the Chinese city, and made a col- 
lection of bronzes ; he also availed himself of his opportunities 
to study the political and social state of China, making him- 
self acquainted with the Governmental and literary systems of 
the country. From Peking he went to the southern extremity 
of the Celestial Empire and saw Canton, visiting also Hong 
Kong and Macao ; and he concludes this portion of his travels 
with some rather bitter ‘remarks, born, we fancy, of envy at 
the superior success of British commercial enterprise in the Far 
East. Apropos of the coolie trade being forbidden at Hong 
Kong, he observes, “ But if the English have shown themselves 
scrupulous about taking part in the export of Chinamen, they 
have never had the least scruple about poisoning them, and even 
going the length of making war in order to force the poison on 
them !” Has M. Duret ever heard of native-grown optum ? and 
does he think it less poisonous than the Indian article? 

Having dwelt at such length on M. Duret’s journeyings in 
Japan and China, we can only add, in concluding our notice of 
his book, that he spent the last tive months of his Voyage en 
Asie in brief visita to various parts of Java and Ceylon, and a 
rapid tour through the chief towns of India. 





The Morning of My Life in China, and Peking, the Goal,-—the 
Sole Hope of Peace. By Gipeox Nye, Jun. Canton: 1873. 
Mr. Nye has published in a pamphlet form two lectures 

which, under the above titles, he delivered before the forei 
community of Canton, and we must. compliment him on the 
manner in which he has so successfully combined instruction 
with amusement in treating of so interesting a period. To say 
that these two little books are intensely interesting to all who 
were actors in the scenes described is but a very mild platitude 
indeed. 

In his first lecture Mr. Nye gives us an outline of foreign in- 
| tercourse with China from the last year of the East India Com- 
‘pany’s réyime (1833) to the imprisonment of the foreign com- 
‘munity in 1839. He commences by explaining the circumstances 
| of his own arrival in China towards the close of 1833, and relates 
|in graphic terms the manner in which he and his cousin, Mr. 
: Hathaway, were “smuggled bodily” into Canton. In those 
: days foreigners laboured under what scem to us now the most 
| outrageous disabilities ; supercargoes, ofticers and crews of ships 
alone were allowed to go to Canton, and then in their own ves- 
| sels, the use of native boats being forbidden them ; foreigners 

were debarred, too, from the use of sedan-chairs, and irritating 
restrictions were placed on their employment of native servants ; 

‘and the Chinese were especially rigid in their exclusion of 

| foreign ladies. Against this obnoxious rule Sir William Baynes 

| fought gallantly, but in vain; the only result of his chivalrous 

‘action being the complete stoppage of the whole foreign trade 

‘for six weeks! So unpleasant was the actual situation of 

foreigners at Canton in those days that Mr. Nye says that “it 
| was aptly likened to the condition of the animals in the Zoolo- 
| gical Gardens of London.” 

| The names which Mr. Nve mentions will be familiar as house- 

hold words to the older generation of residents in Canton, to wit, 

“the more recent holders of the office of Chief Supercargo, Sir 

James Urmston, Mr. Drummond, who afterwards established 

his claim as Viscount Strathallan; Sir George Staunton, Sir

had no hat.” Messrs. Russell and Co. were then, as now, the 
most prominent of the American firms. On the dissolution: of 

! the Company Mr. Thomas Dent was joined by Mr. Robert Inglis 

and Mr. Joseph R. Reeves. Mr. Lindsay, Secretary of the Com- 
pany, established a house of his own, as did Mr. James Daniell 
and Mr. J. C. Whiteman. Besides merchants there were pro- 
fessional men of mark. Dr. Morrison, Mr. G. Chinnery, who 
“wielded a ae and facile, though somewhat wayward 
pencil;” Dr. Thomas R. Colledge, the Company's surgeon, 
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“who succeeded Dr. Pearson, the introducer of inoculation 
among the Chinese ;” Dr. Anderson, Sir John Davis and Dr. 
R. C. Cox. Among Americans of note were Mr. Augustine 
Heard (then head of Russell and Co.), Drs. Bridgman, S. Wells, 
Williams and Parker; Messra. James P. and Russell Sturgis, 
Mr. ohne W. King (Olyphant and Co.), a prominent actor and 
writer, &c.,

{ticions: The first superintendents of trade were Lord Napier, 

. Plowden, and Mr. Davis (ranking in the order named), of 
whom it is well-known that Lord Napier was literally worried 
to death by the Chinese within a very short time of his arrival. 

Then came the commencement of difficulties about opium, on 
which, however, not much stress was laid till 1836 or 1837, and 
“the impelling motive then was the efflux of treasure.” It was 
not till Deven er, 1838, that matters took a decided form, which 
culminated (in the following spring) in High Commissioner Lin 
demanding the surrender of all opium, and “ making prisoners 
of all foreigners in Canton.” In those troublous times, in 
speaking of which it is almost invidious to mention names, the 

try of Sir C. Elliot and the courage of Mr. Dent must not 
passed over without commendation. In his concluding re- 
marks Mr. Nye evidently feels acutely the fact that Canton does 
not now hold the pre-eminent position of former days, and he 
gives expression to a hope that “the rights of its geographical 
position may be restored to it.” 

In his second lecture Mr. Nye proposes to inquire into the 
origin of China’s pretensions to universal supremacy and the 
causes of the first war. He considers that “‘China’s egotism 
was legitimately derived, for she had emancipated herself from 
the feudal system many centuries, whilst Europe yet wore its 
shackles, . . . and when the tide of Western commerce be- 

an to beat along her shores, she opposed a resolute front to the 
oreigner, asa constituted and compact Empire, self-contained 
and self-sufficient, and has since offered but one instance of suc- 
cessful revolution, when the present Dynasty achieved the con- 
quest of the Empire.” 

Mr. Nye next resumes the thread of his narrative respecting 
the imprisonment of foreigners in Canton, and relates the straits 
they were put to, endeavouring at the same time to give a light 
air to the sad story by anecdotes respecting Mr. Snow, the 
United States Consul ; Mr. Samuel R. Rawle, afterwards of 
Hong Kong and Macao ; Mr. Samuel Fearon, the Messrs. Tiers, 
&c. At length, in May, 1839, they were free to leave, and so 

{ was the exodus that less than thirty remained. At Sir 
Charles Elliot’s request direct British trade with Canten was at 
this time suspended. “In the absence of vessels of war,” as 
Mr. Nye observes, “it was impossible to forcibly restrain all 
persons, but such was the general unanimity that but two vessels 
got into port. One gentleman attempting to come to Canton was 
seized by the Chinese and held for a while ; another came upon 
a visit of observation in an American ship, being a new arrival 
at Macao, by fngeniously changing his real name of Silverlock 
to Whitehead,” and we have reason to believe that his “ visit of 
observation” was well repaid by his earning from £8,000 
to £10,000 a day in commissions! A few Americans re- 
mained in the place to keep “a hold on the trade, and thus 
conserve the vast commercial interests of England ;” and it 
was very soon seen,as Mr. Nye naively remarks, that this 
arrangement suited all parties in interest. About this 
time the house of Russell, Sturgis, and Co. was merged in that 
of Russell and Co., Mr. Delano, of the former firm, joining the 
latter as partner ; and Mr. Joseph Coolidge established the firm 
of Augustine Heard and Co. 

In April, 1840, news arrived that England had resolved to 
exact redress for past injuries, and all “ were thenceforward on 
the tiptoe of expectancy ;” but they had to wait till June 22

We take the following from the Academy :-— 


In a lecture on “Vestiges of Antiquity,” delivered before the 
New York Geographical Society last year, by Dr. A. Le Plongeon 
and now published, resemblances are pointed out between the 
architectural ruins of South America and those of Assyria and 
Egypt. Coincidences, also, in the religious symbols, rites, and 
beliefs of the inhabitants of the Old and New World are brought 
together in great abundance. There is one piece of linguistic 
evidence brought forward by Dr. Le Plongeon in support 
the often asserted communication between China and America 
which deserves attention. He writes :— 

That some of the inhabitants of these countries (China and Japan 
landed in South America is certain ; but it is certain, also, that ther 
did not influence the civilisation or religion of the population ameng 
which they commingled ; nay more, they even retained their own habits 
and language. To-day, on the northern coast of Peru, exiats a mal 
village called Eten,*the dwellers of which speak a language that ther 
neighbours are unable to understand, but they find no difficulty is 
holding communion with the Chinese coolies, who of late years have 
been imported thither. Besides, in searching among the ruins in the 
Grand Chimu's City, situated between Trajillo and the pool of Huan 
chaco, some silver idols have been found, inscribed with very ancient 
Chinese characters. Some have likewise been dug up from the mounds 
in the Valley of Chincha Alta, 400 miles to the suuthward. | bare 
examined these idols carefully. They bore marks of being very ancient. 
Two that were in my possession represented a man sitting cross-legged 
on the back of a tortoise. The head was shaved except the top, fra 
which depended, hanging on the back, a lock of long hair braided 
Chinese fashion. In one of them the heads were wanting. This 
was placed between two pillars, surmuunted by a perfect arch. The 
characters, sculptured in alto relievo on the pillars, were so time-wor 
and defaced as to he illegible. Not so with the other. The arms of 
the figure were extended ; the hands rested on short pillars. There 
was no arch. And notwithstanding this relic was very much eaten by 
the rust and the salts contained in the earth,(where for centuries it had 
lain undisturbed, some signs were plainly visible on the pillars. They 
somewhat resembled the Chinese writinz, Lut seemed somewhat di 
ferent from those in use to-day. The finding of these relics was quite 
important in my estimation. I set forth in search of a person who 
could interpret them for me and dispel my doubts. I knew a very i 
telligent Chinaman, acknowledged to be by his countrymen a geatle 
man of great literary attainments. He examined the queer object fr 
along time ; looked at it on every side; then, without speaking s 
word looked at me—looked at my relic avain, his features betrayng 
astonishment, nay, veneration, not altogether free from awe. He ws 
evidently overcome by a strange feeling. ** Very old,” said he at last 
“These are very ancient characters, used in China thousands of years 
ago, before the invention of those now employed. They mean Fo-Hi 
This was sufficient. In remote times the Chinese had visited this 
country, and no doubt the present dwellers uf Eten are some of their 
descendants. ; 

What the intelligent Chinaman intended was, probably, 0t 
that these characters meant Fo-Hi, but that they were the cha- 
racters invented by Fo-Hi, Fo-Hi being a mythical person, who 
is believed to have invented not only the Chinese letters, but 
Chinese music, law, marriage, and several other things. But 
however that may be, the two statements that idols made of 
silver found in South America contain ancient Chinese letter, 
and that the inhabitants of Eten speak a dialect intelligible to 
Chinese coolies, deserve attention and—verification. 


Yu-Pe-Ya’s Lute. A Chinese Tale in English Verse. By 
Aveusta Wester. London: Macmillan and Co. 1874.—The 
writer of this little book has hit upon the somewhat curious plat 
of giving an English poetical version of the French translation 
of a Chinese story. She does not, however “ profess to give any 
portrait of ‘Le Luth Brisé,’ with its prim, high-pitched style, 
contriving as it does to combine the ultra-prosaic with the wltra 
poetic ;” and, in point of fact, she takes the merest outline of the 
Chinese story, and fills it in with poetical matter which might 
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return journey, he accidentally made the acquaintance of a wood- 
man named Tse-ky, who was also a proficient in playing on the 
lute. After some coyness on Tse-ky’s part, they swear eternal 
brotherhood, and as Tse-ky will not, for family reasons, accom- 
any him home, Yu-Pe-Ya promises to come and see him in the 
ollowing year. He then makes hia newly-found brother a 
handsome present, and bids him farewell. On returning at the 
“appointed time to seek Tse-ky, he meets his father (Lao-Pay) by 
chance, and inquires his way of him. Lao-Pay tells him that 
his son is dead, and in the course of conversation informs him 
that he used his present in buying books, and eventually wore 
himself out by toiling hard all day for the support of the family, 
and spending his nights absorbed in study. We think that the 
writer of the book before us cannot know much of China, for— 
to cite no other instances—she calls a state junk a barge, and 
describes Yu-Pe-Ya as placing in his belt a purse of gold / 
Number 3 of Vol. II. of the China Review is yuite equal, in 
point of interest and variety, to any of its predecessors, and we 
congratulate the energetic editor on the success which has at- 
tended his literary venture in Far Cathay. Mr. Allen’s transla- 
tion of the “ Young Prodigy” is a very capital rendering of 
scenes in Chinese social life, though we could wish that the trans- 
lator had chosen a novel of a more characteristic nature. Mr. 
Hirth contributes a most elaborate and carefully-studied descrip- 
tion of the peninsula of Lei Chow, for which and the immense la- 
bour bestowed on the subject he deserves the most cordial thanks 
and recognition of geographers, historians, ethnologists, and 
scientific men generally. Such contributions as this give a back- 
bone to the Reriew, aud show that there are earnest and able 
students of Chinese matters now at work inChina. It is a com- 
paratively thankless task to elucidate a vexed problem in Chinese 
geography, but we who know their value welcome Mr. Hirth’s 
fatelligent labours, as throwing important light upon the least 
known and most misunderstood empire in the world. Mr. Eitel 
contributes a masterly sketch of the Hakka tribes, in which he 
displays his usual philosophic power and literary skill, and the 
remainder of the fzvici is well filled with articles on various 
matters. 
A valuable article has appeared in the China Review, entitled 
** Notes on Chinese Commercial Law,” which is from the pen of 
Mr. Albert QO. Dulcken, the editor of the Hony Kong Daily 
Press. The subject has before attracted attention, but the at- 
tempts hitherto made at discovering the principles of Chinese 
Commercial Law have been unsuccessful, owing chiefly to the fact 
that sufficient allowance has not been made for local customs. 
In his “ Notes” Mr. Dulcken says :—“ One of the chief motives 
for endeavouring to find out how far there was anything in the 
form of mercantile law in China was the idea for some years 
entertained—and we believe not yet abandoned—of, if possible, 
establishing at the Treaty Ports, where, in consequence of the 
ex-territorial jurisdiction, there is often much difticulty in the 
legal settlement of commercial disputes, a code which should 
form a common basis of transactions between Chinese and 
foreigners.” After noticing the efforts of Mr. Alabaster and Mr. 
Forest, of the Consular Service, to arrive at some conclusion 
upon the subject, which ended in their agreeing that there was 
nothing in China worthy the name of commercial law, the 
writer proceeds to give a few general principles of law which he 
has found in his experience either acted upon in commercial 
transactions or relied upon by the Chinese in cases which have 
been brought before the Mixed Court at Shanghai. The law as 
applied to the purchase of goods in China is similar to that in 
ngland, the principal of caveat emptor being a prominent feature 
in it. The laws in China with respect to broker and principal, 
the writer says, are little uderstood by foreigners, although there 
have been several cases in which the position of the middle man as 
understood by the Chinese was clearly set forth. The law as 
master and servant seems rather summary. The master 
can discharge, or the servant leave, at a moment’s notice. The 
Chinese law with regard to guarantees differs from the English, 
inasmuch as that -a verbal guarantee is considered binding in 
China. Considerable obscurity exists on the score of partnership 
law, but as this obscurity is rather general, even in countries 
where a proper code exists, the Chinese can scarcely be regarded 
as exceptional in the matter. Mr. Dulcken has pointed out 
enough to show that certain broad principles of commercial law 
are established amoung the Chinese, and his valuable paper will 
doubtless be largely appreciated by the commercial community. 


The April number of Zemple Bar contains a very superficial 
and unsatisfactory article, entitled “Manners and Customs in 
China,” which, as we learn from the advertising columns of our 
contemporaries, is from the pen of a lady, who bases her sole 
claim to have travelled through China on the fact of having paid 
a brief visit to Canton. How any one with such an extremely 
limited knowledge of the subject can pretend to describe the 
manners and customs of the vast Celestial Empire passes our 
‘comprehension. Two or three instances, taken at random, will, 
we think, conclusively prove the writer's unfitness to deal with 
a task like that which she has undertaken. She asserts that 
all Chinese houses are adorned with balconies; that her 
“boy ” was also willing to act as “chair-bearer ;” and that 
“Chinese talking is a series of hard sounds, jerks, digs, 
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and snaps.” We must allow that she does not go very 
far wide of the mark in her somewhat flippant description 
of Chinese music when she says that “two tom-cats en- 
countering ” (we are not told what !) “on a midnight prowl are 
faint though truthful illustrations of that fearful rending of the 
air.” Though we have lived for several years in various parts 
of the Flowery Land, we never before heard that “ nearly every 
boy is instructed by the mons in reading.” The writer has 
evidently never learned why nunneries are so generally sup- 
pressed in China, or she would not have ventured to assert that 
the nuns “dedicated their virginity to Buddha.” Of matters 
hymeneal she is intensely ignorant, for she has the audacity to 
palm off on the British public the statement that “the only 
marriage ceremony ” consists in the fact that the bride has “ been 
carried home in state by her husband’s relatives.” Again, to 
assert that “ the Chinese are most particular about their swine, 
and keep them penned up in the utmost cleanliness and com- 
fort, rivalling the Dutch in their scrubbing and washing,” isa 
gross violation of the truth, as will be at once patent to any one 
who has ever really tyavelled through China. 





Monetary and Commercial. 





Tenders for £500,000 in bills on India werereceived on the lst 
inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were— 
To Calcutta, £300,000 ; and Bombay, £200,000. Tenders on 
Calcutta at 1s. 10$d. will receive about 90 per cent.; and on Bom- 
bay at 1s. 103d. about 40 per cent. ; above in full. These rates 
show a reduction of 4d., or about 2 per cent., compared with the 
last allotment. 

The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China have declared a dividend at the rate of 8 

r cent. per annum for the half-year ended the 3lst December 

st, payable on the 16th inst. The annual meeting is called for 
the 21st inst. 

Subjoined is the report of the directors of the Eastern Exten- 
sion Australasia and China Telegraph Company, Limited, issued 
in anticipation of the meeting to be held on the 14th inst. :— 

The directors submit the annexed annual account and balance sheet 
up to the 3lst December last, which completes the first year of the 
Amalgamated Company's operations. The total earnings of the com- 
pany for the year ending 31st December, 1873, amounted to £223,323 
12s, 6d., the working expenses to £48,992 12s. 9d., and the repair and 
maintenance of the cables to £14,116 11s. ld. Interest on debentures 
and income tax have absorbed a further sum of £3,239 93. 7d., leaving 
a balance of profit for the year of £156,974 19s. 1d. Three interim 
dividends of 14 per cent. each, aggregating £39.887 10s. 0Od., have 
already been distributed, and there now remain £67,087 9a. 1d. for 
appropriation. The directors now declare a further dividend of 2 per 
cent., free of income tax, making a total of 64 per cent. for the year, 
which will absorb £39,950, leaving a sum of £27,137 98. 1d., which 
will be carried to the reserve fund, thereby raising it to £41,554 10s. 4d. 
The debenture debt, which at the commencement of the year amounted 
to £17,100, has been reduced to £13,100, by taking up the bonds as 
they became due. 

Two interruptions have occurred to the company's cables during the 
year, the first in May last. off the Nicobar Islands, and the second in 
October, caused by the cable being picked up and cut by an axe near 
Hong Kong. These, as well as all other repairs, were promptly effected 
by the company’s own servants, and by its own vessel, and with the 
exception of the two cases above stated, which from their distance 
necessarily occupied some ten days or a fortnight, no other delay be- 
yond a few hours has occurred. The cables are at present in good order, 
and working satisfactorily. The retiring auditors, Mr. John Ball and 
Mr. Henry Dever, offer themselves for re-election. 

Reports have been current of the failure of a Glasgow firm 
engaged in the iron trade, with liabilities estimated at from 
£300,000 to £400,000. The house is said to have been involved 
to the extent of about £70,000 with the house of Watson and 
Campbell, who lately suspended. The failure of a firm in 
Mincing-lane is announced, but no circular has been issued. 
Large losses in coffee, the fall in which of late has been ex- 
tremely severe, are stated to be the cause of the failure. 

We understand that the Trident Marine Insurance Company 
have stopped taking risks pending a meeting of the shareholders, 
to be held on the 10th. 

The announcement of the result of the tenders for the Govern- 
ment bills on India has caused decided depression in the silver 
market, and bars have declined to 584d. per ounce. Mexican 
dollars are in demand for China at 574d., a decline of $d. per oz. 


ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 





In the Colonial Produce Markets last week the tone of business 
was dull, and there will not be any public sales before the 
9th inst., owing to the Easter holidays. Several articles have 
further declined in value, but the most important fall is in coffee 
—viz., 63. to 7s. per cwt. since last mail. At this reduction there 
are no sellers, many importers having,withdrawn supplies. Sugar 
remains inactive, and the uncertainty of the duty question exer- 
cises still a very unfavourable influence on the home deliveries. 
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In the Tea Market transactions have been altogether unimportant. 
The Spice Market is flat, with lower prices generally. Rice is 
firm, cargoes of soft grain being slightly dearer. 

TEA. 

The market continues very quiet, importers and dealers waiting the 
issue of the Budget ; the limited transactions, chiefly in common kinds, 
and mostly at public auction without reserve, have been at prices occa- 
sionally favouring buyers. The export trade to all quarters has been 
of no importance. Deliveries do not compare favourably, being :—

REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS.

GENTLEMEN,—Herewith your Directors have the pleasure of laying before you the Balance Sheet and Profit and Loss Account of the Company 
for the half-year ending 31st Dec., 1873. | 

After making allowance for all necessary payments, there remains on the working of the half-year the sum of $30,914.18, which, added to 
$3,839.93 brought forward, makes $34,754.11 at your disposal, subject only to payments under Clause 68 of the Articles of Association. 

Your Directors therefore propose that a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum should be declared for the half-year ending 31st 
Dec., 1873, which will expend 223,960 of the above sum. 

The declaration of the above proposed dividend will bring into operation Clause 68 of the Articles of Association, necessitating a payment to 
the Directors of the sum of $3,193.70, leaving about $2,600 to be carried. forward. 

During the year $12,000 have been written off the value of your property, for depreciation, and this, in the opinion of your Directors, is a 
sufficient sum, considering that $16.034.54 have been spent in upkeep during the above period. 

Of the 3rd and 4th series of debentures which fell due on the 10th Oct. last, amounting to $203,400, $53,400 were paid off, and the remaining 
$150,000 provided for by the issue of a 7th series of debentures at the same rate of interest, and maturing on the 10th Oct., 1878. Various loans 
have also been paid off, amounting altogether to $10,800, reducing the liabilities of the Company by $64,200. 

You will observe that the Reserve Fund has now attained the satisfactory amount of $67,248. 

Your Directors therefore congratulate you on the prosperity of the Company, and would call your attention to the improvement in revenue, 
which has enabled you to maintain on the increased capital the substantial dividend now again recommended, and this notwithstanding the 
considerable logs resulting to the Company by the enforcement of the quarantine regulations in the early part of the half-year. 

The West Wharf, as well as the houses for the Company’s workmen, and that intended for the accommodation of captains of vessels, 
mentioned in our last report as in progress, have been finished, the extension of the blacksmiths’ shop is completed, and a furnace for heating large 
iron plates has been added to its appliances. A cupola has also been erected, enabling the Company to execute castings in iron as well as in brass. 

It has become necessary that the Company should be in a position to receive and store outward cargo, as well as to receive inward cargo and 

goods in transit as hitherto, and as the present godowns have been found insufficient for the purpose, your directors have determined on the con- 
4truction of three more in convenient positions similar to those already erected ; the foundations of two of these godowna are in a forward state. 

The reading room presented to the Company by Jasper Young, Esq., has been largely availed of, having been visited during the half-year by 
upwards of 3,000 persons, chiefly officers and seamen of vessels lying at the wharf. Divine Service is held every alternate Sunday, the chaplain 
to the Seamen’s Mission officiating.
